An increaſe or diminution of the menſtrual 
evacuation may happen from various cauſes ;

Bleeding ſhould never be preſcribed, ex- 
cept to robuſt, full habits, and when the diſ- 
order is recent. 

Chalybeates agree beſt with the cold 

leucophlegmatic conſtitutions : all alcalines 
ſhould be avoided at the time they are ad- 
miniſtered. 
In full, plethoric habits, the neutral falts, 
or cremor tartar joined with cathartics, may 
be proper, and even the preparations of hel- 
lebore ; but this laſt is rarely neceſſary ; and 
one great objection to its uſe is, its draſtic 
effects, as remarked by Hippocrates. 

Pediluvia are uſeful, of ſalt, warm water, 
balm, pennyroyal and ſavin: but they ſhould 
not be uſed in cedematous ſwellings ; but, in- 
ſtead, frictions applied to the feet and legs, 
and a roller of thin flannel.

The remote cauſes of ſuppreſſion are, ſud- 
den cold; a ſuperabundance of the coagula- 
ble lymph in the blood ; grief, or fear ; pre- 
vious diſeaſes ; powerful evacuations, or an 
improper adminiſtration of aſtringents. 

The immediate cauſes ſeem to be, a want 
of due force, or a preternatural reſiſtance in 
the uterine veſſels, probably from a diminiſhed 
force in the heart and arterial ſyſtem; this may 
ariſe from extreme plethora, or relaxation; 
tumours in or near the uterus, or its coalition,

It may happen, that all medical attempts to 
ſtop the immoderate flux may, in ſome few 
inſtances, prove fruitleſs, and death may be 
the conſequence: in which caſe, · the conſci- 
ouſneſs of having adopted a ſafe practice, 
muſt be not only ſatis factory to the friends,

It happens ſometimes, that neither opiates 
nor ſtyptic remedies will ſtop the hxmorrhage, 
until the quantity of blood be greatly leſſened 
in the whole body, and then, the iy 
of the veſſels proves the cure. 

Theſe are the general methods of treatment 
during the immoderate diſcharge of the cata- 
menia: but the utmoſt efforts ſhould be 
adopted to prevent hemorrhages ; this can 
beſt be effected between the periods. 

The treatment between the periods of the 
diſcharge ſhould be directed, 

1. To prevent the fullneſs of the veſſels.

As hemorrhages ſeldom happen, unleſs

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preſerving a diminiſhed quantity of blood, 
by a great - abſtinence from liquids ;- for by 
this means, the very ſources of ſupply are 
cut off. If little be drank, the blood veſlels, 
which are, or have been diſtended beyond

4 their proper dimenſions, will gradually con- 
; tract themſelves to their original ſize, acquire 


ſtrength daily, and not having ſo large a co- 
lumn of blood to circulate, they will refiſt 
the morbid diſpoſition to evacuate ſo violently 
the catamenia.

* Practitioners ſhould always recolle&, that what may prove 
very efficacious in one country, may do irreparable miſchief in 
another. In Scotland, notwithſtanding the coldneſs of the cli- 
mate, I have ſcen people walking half naked, without ſhoes or 
ſtockings; the food is chiefly oatmeal and ſmall beer; the habi-

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The immediate connection of the uterus 
and rectum forbids the uſe of warm or laxa- 
tive clyſters, or irritating purgatives, as they 
would increaſe the menſtrual evacuation.

On the Treatment of the milky Breaſt, during 
Cbildbed. 


HE treatment of the breaſts during child- 
bed, may be reduced to a few principles. 
1. The acceſſion of milk being ſooner in 
ſome women than others, if the mother ſuc- 
kle her infant, it is neceſſary to apply the 
child's mouth to the nipple on the firſt day - 
after delivery, and not wait, as many inexpe- 
rienced, or prejudiced practitioners, have re- 
commended, until the third day ; for ſuch 
conduct has produced inflammations, impoſ- 
thumes, 
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thumes, or gatherings of matter, hardneſſes, 
and conſequent ſcirrhus and cancer. 

2. If the mother ſhould” not ſuckle the 
child, the breaſts ſhould be firſt emptied, and 
the determination of a freſh flow of blood to 
the breaſts prevented. The firſt is effected by 
cooling and gentle evacuations, as lac ſulphu- 
ris and magneſia, infuſum ſennæ and tartarum 
ſolubile, magneſia and rhubarb, manna, &., 
with great abſtinence from all liquids, eſpe- 
cially ſuch as Os or any thing ſtimu- 


—— 


lant. 
3. A gentle perſpiration may be likewiſe 


excited by volatile, ſaline, neutraliſed reme- 
dies; ſpiritus Mindereri, miſtura camphorata, 
&c. Spiritus nitri dulcts is a proper diuretic 
for the ſame purpoſe. The diet likewiſe 
ſhould be antiphlogiſtic, unleſs contra-indi- 
cated by ſome particular circumſtance ; and 
the breaſts may be rubbed with o/eum camphe- 
ratum, or ſolutions of camphor made with 
blanched almonds, and /pr-i7us Mindereri, 
&c., three or four times a day.

The firſt mode of curing the inflammation 
is, by reſolution, or diſſipating the inflamma- 
tion before any matter forms: this is beſt ef- 
fected by bleeding, according to the exigency 
of the caſe, and ſtrength of the patient. 

The internal and external remedies ſhould 
be ſimilar; but tn ſome caſes more powerful, 
than thoſe recommended in the treatment of 
the breaſts, when the mother does not fuckle 


the infant; to which may be joined emollient

If the 48 en methods ſhould © wall 
too late, or they ſhould prove ineffectual, and 


matter collect, much will depend on its being 


deeply or ſuperficially ſeated: in the former 
the abſceſs will be longer in arriving to ſuppu- 
ration; in the latter, a ſhorter period accom- 
pliſhes this deſirable end. The pains, there- 
fore, which are very acute, will be of longer 
or ſhorter duration; cold ſhiverings will be 
frequently felt; the ſwelling and pain in- 
creaſes, and redneſs will often indicate on 
what part the abſceſs will form.

The ſubjects now to be treated, it would 
have been thought, were exhauſted, if credit 
could be given to the numerous writers that 
have pretended to cure the cancer, or who 
have declared the diſorder always incurable. 

Quacks and impoſtors never heſitate to 
boldly aſſert their certainty of curing theſe 
diſorders; and they gain credit, howe- 
ver ignorant, by the boldneſs with which 
their promiſes and falſchoods are genedly 
expreſſed. | 

Surgeons in general are . againſt 
the fallacious promiſes of impoſtors and em- 
pirics, and they have a notion that no cure 
can be effected in any cancerous complaint: 
they know, perhaps, of no method of cute, 
and conclude that what 1s beyond their com- 
prehenſion or knowledge, muſt neceſſarily be 
beyond the bounds of human ſcience. This 


concluſion is certainly irrational in many diſ- 


eaſes, although in the cancer it is too fre- 
_ quently 
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quently verified. Diſcoveries are continually | 
making; and were all mankind to reſt; idle 
and ſatisfied with the knowledge of their an- 
ceſtors, no improvements could be of any 
utility. It is the duty of medical practitio- 
ners to hear patiently every propoſal for im- 
proving the art; to reaſon and judge candidly, 
and make repeated trials of whatever may be 
concluded ſafe. Theſe are the only means of 
aſcertaining the comparative merits of diffe- 
rent modes of treatment, and the only means 
by which the mind is purged of juvenile or 
radicated prejudices, or by which the art of 
phy ſic can attain a greater degree of excel-

In the preſent work attempts will be made 


to render a clearer and diſtincter knowledge 
of cancerous tumors than has hitherto ap- 
peared : the art will endeavour to wreſt from 
impoſture or cruelty the unfortunate victims 
labouring under theſe dreadful diſeaſes. What 
is here advanced is the reſult of obſervation, 
_ anatomical inquiry, and repeated reflection. 
I hope other regular practitioners will exa- 
mine the diſorder ſeriouſly, and aſſiſt in im- 
proving the treatment of theſe truly deplora-

In all new attempts to remove complaints, 
ever conſidered difficult or impoſſible to cure, 
a great latitude for ill- ſucceſs ſhould be allow- 
ed.

It would be difficult to determine many re- 
mote cauſes of theſe tumors; ſome are ima- 
gined to ariſe from a blow, others from a pe- 
culiarity in the conſtitution ; but whatever 
may be the origin, the cure in general is the 
ſame. I have ſeen inſtances of ſmall indura- 
rations in the breaſts, very hard and looſe, in 
young people, reſiſt every internal medicine 
adminiſtered. What is the conſequence of 
ſuch caſes I have had many opportunities to 
fully inform myſelf, and am quite convinced 
that all operations are cruel or unneceſſary, 
and frequently unfortunate. In other inſtan- 
ces the cure is eaſily performed by the reme- 
dies recommended in the cure of the hardneſs. 
Surgeons i in general have been often too raſh 
in cutting for the ſcirrhus of the breaſts. This

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remedies ſhould not ſucceed, unleſs attended 
with exquiſite pain. From obſervation I 
have reaſon to conclude, that confiderable 
miſchief has been done both by the knife and 
cauſtic, agreeably to the writings of the moſt 
eminent ſurgeons and phyſicians, ancient and 
modern. Experience proves, that cancerous 
complaints of the breaſts, womb, mouth, 
noſe, and other parts, have been ſometimes 
cured by the following modes *. It is candid 
to acknowledge, however, that fai/arer have 
frequently attended my ar7remprs; in all which 
caſes the patients have been relieved in cer- 
tain degrees ; and it is ſome comfort to alle- 
viate human miſery, or procraſtinate evils, 
when radical cures cannot be reaſonably ex- 
pected. It is more reaſonable to reſt fatisfied 
with known evils, than to riſk life in an at- 
tempt to cure by a cruel, and too often a ſuc- 
ceſsleſs operation, which generally ſhortens 
Ife.

Inſtead of the pills, in addition to all the 
former methods, the following' preparation 
may be adminiſtered, if there appear no ma- 
terial objection in the patient's conftitution, 
or in the tone of the ſtomach, to forbid its 
uſe ; though the ſmall doſes of the hydrargy- 
rus muriatus, joined with antimon. tartariſat., 
rarely diſagrees with any patient, being from

It may be obſerved, that all the preceding 
modes of treatment are intended to attempt 
the removal of the cauſes of cancers; by ex- 
citing an action in the coats of the veſſels, to 
reſolve, change, or expel the impacted matter:

will be highly improper, as they would de- 
feat the ſalutary attempts by diminiſhing the

_ -obſervation of all reſpectable practitioners, 
ancient or modern. | 
Whether, if patients were ts purſue the 
modes already recommended, early in cons 
junction with the operation, time and a candid 

trial alone can determine : for my own part, 

from not being able to perceive practitioners 
juſtified in attempting a dubious operation, 
whete the. diſorder is often rendered more 
violent, I muſt confeſs, from conſcientious

Various projects, many of which are - highh 
ſuperſtitious and ridiculous, and others barba- 
rous, at different periods have been ſuggeſted, 
and E to cure the occult cancer: a dy- 
ing man's hand, the application of a toad, a 


piece of undreſſed veal ,ſpittle, plaiſters, a corn,

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br callous ſubſtance' fromthe leg of a horſe, 
urine of a child fed on goat's milk, juice f 
clrwvers, poultice of potatoes, vervain hung 
about the neck; innumerable abſurdities of 
charms, amulets, and ſtrange exorciſms ; paſſa- 
ges from holy ſcripture wrapped up piouſly 
in paper, and worn near the part affected; 
electricity; various cauſtics, or arſenic ap- 
plied as a plaiſter, which laſt is Plunket's 
ſecret to act as a Cauſtic, by corroding and de- 
ſtroying the parts indurated, under the ſpe- 
cious and more flattering denomination of a 
plaiſter to draw out the core, as it is called. 
I have ſeen this laſt method prove horridly 
painſul and deſtructive, Bliſters have been 
applied ; corroding lotions, warm liniments, 
and thouſands of irrational or cruel remedies. 
Infi gnificant medicaments can do no eſſential 
ſervice in the diſeaſe ; but all ſharp irritating 
applications exgſperate the ſymptoms, and 
always ' haſten death. Some preſcriptions 
originate in extreme folly and credulity ; in 
raſhneſs, ignorance, or barbarity ; others in 
the pureſt benevolent intentions, undirected 
by medical ſcience. The ſufferers are yene- 
rally impatient, and often expect more than 

the 
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the medical art admits, and, like a drowning 


man, catch at every ſtraw aſſuming the form 
of relief. Every ſpecies of knavery has ben 
impoſed on cancerous patients “. 

It would be difficult to determine what 
officious humanity and friendſhip of relations, 
or the moſt artful' deſign and impoſture of 
quacks, have done moſt injury to the afflicted 
labouring under cancerous complaints. The 
former often prevent aſſiſtance by a preſump- 


tuous dependance on irrational chimeras ; the 


latter deſtroy, by an infamous and unfeeling 
determination to purſue every ſpecies of prat - 
ticable deception, through i ignorance, deſign, 
or temerity. 


On the confirmed, internal occult Cancer. 


This is that ſtage of the diſeaſe in which 
the veſſels and cells of the ela cellulgſa ate 
diſtended, 


Black hellebore, ladies bed firaw, privet, herb robert, 
burnet ſaxifrage, ſalt of ſoot outwardly riſes a vapor, fat of a 
crocodile, gall of ſheep, bees in powder, millepedes, canthari- 
des boiled in oil, lapis infernalis, prepared lead, diaphoretic oil 
of mercury, ſweet red ſublimate, anodyne oil of arſenic as 4 
waſh, Faber's quinteſſence of antimony, Faber's eſſence of ar- 
ſenic, flower of ointments, hemlock, night-ſhade, &, 
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diſtended, the fluids are partly coagulated, the 
glandular ſubſtance is affected, and the free 
circulation of the arterial ſyſtem, through the 
tumor, impeded, or altogether obſtructed ; 
to which are joined acute pains, a diſtin& tu- 
mor, or many tumors in different parts of the 
breaſt, irregular in their figure and dimen- 
ſions, and often very painful on being touched; 
the external veins are often, but not always, 
varicous. Theſe ſymptoms, happening to 
women about the time of the total ceſſation 
of the menſes, may be juſtly termed of a can- 
cerous tendency ; for the tumors which aeci- 
dentally happen in an earlier period of life, 
or from lying-in, are not of a cancerous na- 
ture, though by bad management they may 
become ſo frequently. This diſtinction, how- 
ever, not having been properly adverted ta, 
has given an opportunity to ignorance and 
impoſture to pretend they have cured cance- 
rous caſes where no cancer exiſted. It is with 
concern I mention the raſhneſs of ſome ſurge- 
ons, who have operated on tumors that were 
abſolutely not cancerous : ſuch practices hu« 
ns. and the Senor of the medical profeſ=

On the Operation for cancerous Tumors. 


In the treatment of the afore-mentioned 
ſtage of the diſeaſe, it becomes a queſtion, 
whether the removal of the ſcirrhus by the 
Enife be an eligible practice? or whether the 
palliative mothods of cure be preferable ?_ 

There is no difficulty in deciding on theſe 
queſtions ; when we are more guided by the 
laws of reaſon, humanity, and facts; than 
prejudices, or the erroneous authority of the 
art of ſurgery. After ſome years experience 
and confideration on theſe important IP 
the following 1s the reſult; 

No tumor of this nature ſhould be re- 
moved, unleſs exquiſite pain urge its neceſſi iy, 
or hemorrhage, 2 

If the operation in any — be adviſeable, 
which I much doubt, it ſhould be when 
there is only one tumor, or two, and theſe not 
only contiguous to each other, but detached 
from the pectoral muſcle, moveable, and 
where no-other part of the breaſt is diſeaſed, 

nor 
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nor ſwellings under the armpit ; to determine 
which, with preciſion, requires no ſmall ex- 
perience and diſcernment. 

If the breaſt be diſeaſed in different parts, 
although there may be one tumor harder than 
the reſt, the removal of this will be abſolute» 
ly improper ;. for it will only occaſion a ne- 
ceſſity for repeated operations, and, after va- 
riety of torment, generally deſtroys the pa- 
tient; of which many ſurgeons in Londona are 
well informed, 

If the tumor or tumors Ye to the pec- 
toral muſcle, . or if the lymphatic glands in 
the axilla be affected, or the arm ſwelled 
cedematous, the operation will 71 poſitively 
ſucceed, but increaſe the patient s torments, 
and prove more rapidly fatal, | 

In external hard Zuberculz, of the color of 
the blackberry, mulberry, or ſtrawberry, whe- 
ther large and ſingle, or ſmall and numerous, 
the operation is doubtful. The application 
of the lunar and other cauſtics have produced 
inexpreſſible miſery, but no cure in theſe tu- 
bercule. I have, however, cured ſome. of 
theſe caſes by the yſe of the concentrated Nis 
trous acid,

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From having many opportunities to deter. 
mine whether the operation ſhould, in a 
inſtance, be performed in the true and con- 


firmed cancer, it appears, too often, excep- 


tlonable by the laws of moral rectitude a 
humanity, though defenfible by the received 
opinions of matiy excellent ſurgeons.” I

It often produces a rapid augmentation of 
the diſeaſe, and haftens deny, with _— 
nal miſery, 

If in ſome very favourable caſes it foul 
remove the diſeaſe for one, two, three, or 
four years, which by no means whatever can 
be previouſly aſcertained, yet in moſt inſtances 
| It 
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it produces a painful incurable ulcer; and al- 
ways ends fatally, _ 

Many are the inſtances in which the diſs 
eaſed breaſt has been cut out, and the wound 
has healed ; but after ſome time the ulcer. has 
re- appeared with increaſed violence, exqui- 
ſite torture, and commonly terminated unfor- 
tunately. This I ſpeak from long experience.

In other inſtances the diſeaſed! * EY 
dually putrify and ſeparate, forming a large 
ſpreading ulcer, corroding all the adjacent 
parts; the ribs themſelves are often expoſed 
by the deſtruction of the perioſteum. 

A heflic fever accompanies the other horrid 
ſymptoms, which ſeems to ariſe from a par. 
tral abſorption of the cancerous acrimony; 
other glandular parts are likewiſe often al. 
fected, and particularly the mpbatic Jy- 
tem. Thoſe ſurgeons, therefore, are in 1 
moſt palpable error, who ſuppoſe that the 
cancer is a mere local diſeaſe, requiring on 
local applications or operations.

Even all the 
ancient, as well as modern writers acknow- 
ledge. this, from: Hippocrates and Geſſus to 
the preſent time, and yet moſt ſurgeons have, 
and do operate. Why ſhould miracles, be 
more expected now than formerly? or why 
ſhould ſurgery not be very circumſpect in an 
operation, which all its authors confeſs to 

have been uniformly unfortunate? + 

By a judicious internal and external treat- 
ment, joined with an exact regimen, accord- 
ing to the conſtitution of patients, and. cir- 
cumſtances of caſes, the progreſs of the diſ- 
eaſe is frequentiy retarded, its ravaging &- 
feets are greatly mitigated, the ulcerous ſtage, 
moſt 
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moſt to be dreaded, is at leaſt ſuſpended, and 
often many years prevented; and though an 
abſolute cure can ſeldom be performed, yet. 
life may be frequently rendered leſs miſera- 
ble by an alleviation of all the ſymptoms. 
The utmoſt limits of medicine extend no far- 
ther in theſe unconquerable diſeaſes; the cauſes 
of which anatomy, phyſiology, pathology, and

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like wiſe aſſerts, that cancers have been cured by 
every ſpecies of ſuperſtition, and by trifling re- 
ies directed by unlearned people. Aſk the 
the true definition of a cancer, and the 
fallacy of their pretenſions is itamediately diſ- 
covered. If any one ſhould aſſert a cancer is 
cured, who knows not its definition, it would 
be the height of abſurdity or madneſs to credit 
ſuch report; for whoever underſtands not the 
nature and ſymptoms of a diſeaſe, ſo as to 
give a clear definition, muſt be neceſſarily ig- 
norant of what he attempts to cure, and is 
liable firſt to deceive himſelf, and nn 
the reſt of mankind. 

7. It therefore requires very little conſide- 
ration with men of integrity, ſkill, and hu- 
manity, whether a dubious and cruel opera- 
tion ſhould be adopted, when no real neceſ- 
ſity, from an apprehenſion of future ill-con- 
lequences, nor the preſent danger of death, 
urges ſuch a raſh method.

nitre, &c. &c. Theſe various remedies ate 
to be applied to every individual differently, 
according to the nature of the caſe and conſti- 
tution of the patient; by reflecting on the 
power and force of the diſeaſe, the ſtrength 
of the patient, the power of the medicine 
preſcribed, and the con tra · indications. A 
powerful diſeaſe cannot be removed by 
trifling remedies; nor ſhould violent me, 
dicines be preſcribed in a ſlight complaint, 
or in debility ; but theſe important objed 
muſt be left to the ſkill of Uh judicious pre- 
fcriber, who will regulate his practice accord- 
ing as circumſtances occur.

is the conſequence. The tumor of the ute- 
rus taking another direction, neither coſtive- 


neſs nor a ſtoppage of urine are amongſt the 
ſymptoms, but an involuntary diſcharge. of 
both: this latter caſe is leſs frequent than 
5 the former. 

The diſeaſe remains in this dreadful ſtate 
for one, two, or three years, ſhocking to the 
feelings of every human beholder: of the 
ſcene, but inexpreſſibly fo to the truly miſe- 
0 rable ſufferer, who juſtly merits our * 

compaſſion and aſſiſtance. 
In this ſtage ſmall abſceſſes coat 
edly, and ſwelling, and A 
do 
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do not a little add to the exquiſite tortures. 
After a large diſcharge, ſome little reſpite 
from miſery, but not always, is experi- 
enced. 

In the putrid ſeparating lage, a con- 
tinues in ſome inſtances many months, the 
uterus throws off {lough after ſlough of its 
ſubſtance with dreadful acute pains. The 
fœtor becomes horridly putrid, and is diſtin- 
guiſhable by the ſmell, to thoſe who are ac- 
cuſtomed to attend theſe lamentable caſes, 
from any other ſpecies of putrefaction in the 
human body. Ulcers behind the ears, and 
of the genital parts, &c. have their peculiar 
ſmell, diſtinct from other ulcers. 

In this putrid ſeparating ſlage, the uterus 
often becomes like a honeycomb, if ſmall and 
repeated ſeparations happen: in other inſtan- 
ces, large maſſes ſeparate and are thrown off, 
till ſcarce any part of the uterus remains. 
Nauſea, vomitings, coſtiveneſs, floodings, di- 
arrhæa, retention or an involuntary emiſſion 
of urine, and hectic remitting fevers, with 
innumerable concomitant ſymptoms: 

The appearance of ſome diſſections pf 
mortem, under my own inſpection, have

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ſhewn the ſtate of the parts after the cruel ra. / 
 vages of the diſeaſe. - 

A variety of theſe diſſections 1 may wa 

after publiſh, if likely to benefit ſociety; 
The remote cauſes are, injuries - received 
from difficult or frequent labors, obſtructed 
menſes or floodings, habitual obſtinate coftive- 
ue, inattention to the uſe of gentle eva- 
cuants at the termination of the menſtrual 
flux, neglected fluor albus, venereal infec- 
tion unſkilfully treated, violent and inordinate 
paſſions, extreme grief, &c., accidental la- 
cerations, ſcratches, and contuſions of the vs 
internum : an hereditary ſcrophulous or can- 
cerous diſpoſition ; alſo a negle& of diet; 
colds, or other inattentions during the pe- 
riodical monthly evacuations ; cold ſea ba- 
thing, or cold bathing at an improper time; 
or, in ſhort, any thing which may ſuddenly 
check or ſuppreſs the flowing of the menſes. 
The beſt method of preventing the diſeaſe 
is to avoid, as much as poſſible, the above- 

mentioned remote cauſes. -5 0 
The proximate or immediate cauſes are, an 
impeded ſluggiſh circulation of the blood in 
the lower parts of the abdomen, congeſtions 
| in 
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in its viſcera, obſtructions in the arterial, ve- 
nal, and lymphatic veſſels, but moſtly and 
principally diſtenſion, induration, excoriati- 
ons or ſcratches in the mouth of the uterus. 
The body of the uterus, or its appendices, 
being much ſwelled or indurated, do not oc- 
caſion exquiſite pain; except in proportion 
as they preſs on the other viſcera, or force 
other parts, in ſome meaſure, from their true 
ſituation. The ſcirrhus or ulceration that 
begins in the os uteri is what is ſo exquiſitely 
painful and dangerous. Whether this part 


of the uterus be diſeaſed, is eaſily diſcoverable - 5 


by an obſtetric examination; therefore I have 
always conſidered phyficians defective - in 
knowledge when they have not practiſed mid- 
witery ; for without ſuch advantage, it is not 
caſy to comprehend this malady. 

The congeſtions, or irritating fluids, in the 
ſubſtance of the os 77nc@, or extraneous bo- 
dies within the uterus, ſtimulating the utg- 
rus to contraction, make violent efforts to 
exclude the irritating cauſes : thus the pains 
are exactly ſimilar to ſtrong labor, by which 
they are diſtinguiſhed from all other pains in 
the abdominal, lumbar regions, or pv, by 
ſkilful practitioners,

The diſorder, when recent, has been ſome. 
times cured by the alterative methods I in- 
vented ; in other inſtances the cancer has in- 


_ creaſed and proved fatal *.. When the cancer 


is advanced, with exquiſite pains and ulcera- 
tions, it is rarely curable ; and even, in ſome 


. inſtances, the painful ſymptoms can ſcarcely 


be palliated by narcotics. As ſome very def. 


perate caſes have been cured by alteratives, 


though by far the greater number have ended 
fatally, yet it is juſtifiable to perſevere in the at- 
tempt, on rational principles, before we reſign 
the patient to opium and a miſerable death. 
The phyſician ſhould appriſe the friends of 
the danger: to his brethren of the faculty 
he ſhould explain the anatomical and patho- 
logical reaſons of the improbability of a cure 
happening. Every thing ſhould be attempt- 
ed, nothing promiſed ; by which means the 
art of phyſic will not be accuſed of uncer- 
tainty, deluſion, or ignorance. |

I have ſeen various methods of cure tried, 
particularly by | hemlork, mghtſhade, henbane; 
mercury alone, bleedings, neutral ſalts, low 
diet, &c., but always unſucceſsfully. - 

As to narcotics, as hemlock, opium, and 
the poiſons, whoever reflects on the ſtruc- 
ture, ſituation, and uſes of the uterus, the 
natural hardneſs of its ſubſtance, the minute- 
neſs and tortuous progreſs of its arteries; veins, 
Iymphatics, &c., will  eafily conceive the 


improbability of whatever diminiſhes arterial _ 


action being able to penetrate and remove 
congeſtions or ſtagnations in this organ of 
generation: on the contrary, opium, hem- 
lock, &c., ſeem more capable of fixing the 
diſeaſe. | 

From which conſideration I was indeed 7 
to attempt a more rational plan of cure, by 
uniting the /ulphureous antimonals with the 
preparations of bydrargyrus.

On palliating the Symptoms. 


The powder, compoſed of Æthiops and

frequently uſeful in diminiſhing the dreadful 
ſymptoms, and correcting the prevailing aer 


Anodyne and detergent injections, to mit. 
gate pain, and deterge the vagina and the uleen 
in the os tincæ, oleaginous clyſters, with opt» 
ates, act as emollients and anodynes, their 
effect is eaſily conceived by confidering the 
proximity of the uzerus to the redtum. 

The whole vagina ſhould be frequenth 
moiſtened with ol. camphor. to prevent the 
acrid matter corroding the part, 

Where neither eaſe nor ſleep can be acquir- 


ed without opium, that remedy may be called 


into internal uſe; but it does not cor- 
reſpond with any attempt at the radical

Fever 
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3s Fevers. 
The fevers attendant on the cancerous ulcer 
of the uterus are of the hectic Kind, and com- 
monly ariſe from the violence of the pain, or 
an abſorption of putrid matter: they waſte the 
body, prevent nutrition, fluſh the face after 
meals, occaſion heat, thirſt, and quicken the 
pulſe, cauſe colliquative ſweats, loſs of | 
ſleep, &c. | | 
The antiphlogiſtic regimen and remedies, 
as the common faline or volatile ſaline 
draught, ſal diureticus, ſp:iritus Minderert, 
nitre, according to the ſpecies of fever; 
and, in nervous irritability, camphor, caſtor, | 
valerian; or, to the pallid and more torpid 
habits, the gums, as aſſafœtida, ſagapenum, 
myrrh, &c., may be proper, as auxiliaries. / 
The ſymptomatic fever, however, ariſing 
from abſorption of the cancerous acrimony, 
can only be palliated, unleſs the cauſes could 


be removed ; but this is en imprac- 
ticable. 


Bark and all antiſeptics commonly increaſe 
pain in the cancerous ulcer of the uterus. 
Oleaginous medicines, with camphor and gum 

arabic, 
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arabic, ſometimes obtund acrimony, and eaſe 

. Pains, &c.; but to anſwer more important 
Purpoſes, they may be united by means of 
alkaline falts with aqueous fluids, to whileh 
may be added nitre, neutral ſalts, according 
'to the nature of the. caſe and] circumſtances. 


Suppreſſor ion / Urine. 


This Ki ariſe from the relaxation I the 
ligaments of the uterus, by which it falls 
Jower down in the pelvis and vagina; this 
preſſing on the meatus urinarius, N 
the urine.

2. Tn the relaxation of the ligaments of the 


uterus, without ſcirrhus or tumor, even in the 
early months of pregnancy, the cortex and 
tonics, with a dry diet, are neceſſary.

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In all theſe caſes the urine, if expedient, 
muſt be evacuated by means of a catheter. 

If there be difficulty in paſſing the catheter 
in the uſual mode, which I have frequently 
obſerved under the foregoing circumſtances, 
[ have been obliged to put the patient in a 
poſture ſimilar to that adopted in the reduc- 
tion of the hernia; the head placed on a 
pillow on the floor, and the legs on the bed; 
by which the thoracical and abdominal 
viſcera are drawn. upwards, and by preſſing 
the uterus out of the direction of the ure- 
thra, the urine has eaſily lowed. 

No medicines can remove theſe cauſes ; to 
preſcribe would be futile.

Floodings are no uncommon ſymptoms of

Pretenders to cure the cancer have appeat- | 


ed in every age: they ſwarm to all great ci- 


ties, or generate in ſucceſſion; for no ſooner 


does one pretender diſappear, than another 


ſupplies, his place with the introduction of 


- ſome ſurpriſing ſecret and myſterious novelty. 
Three ſpecies of pretenders may be obſeryed. 
The firſt are arch, daring intruders, capable 
of all ſorts of tricks and deception, who, per 
ceiving ſome predeceſſor, in iniquity, has ac- 
quired pecuniary advantages from laviſh and 
unſkilful promiſes, which coſt nothing but 
the ſacrifice of integrity and honeſty, boldly 
purſue a ſimilar line of atrocious conduct 

they always find weak, credulous people, on 

whom they can impoſe and raiſe contribu- 
tions with impunity. A ſecond ſort are thoſe 
who, having ſcen a few milky or other acci- 


dental diſorders of the breaſts cured, while 
ſome 
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ſome particular applications or remedies were 
uſed, conclude the ſucceſs owing to the me- 
dicines laſt preſcribed ; in which, for want of 
true reaſoning, they are often deceived. From 
the cure of caſes, quite diſſimilar to cancerous 
complaints, have ſome practitioners erected 
| themſelves into a great, though temporary, 
reputation for curing cancers. Firſt, they 
have deceived themſelves, through not know- 
ing the differences or ſtages of diſeaſes with 
preciſion: then they zealouſly obtrude their 
chimerical notions on others; ſometimes in- 
deed defignedly 3 in other inſtances through 
error or infatuation. The third ſpecies of 
deluders are quite different from the former 
two: theſe are good-intentioned perſons, 
who have great and implicit faith in their 
own crude conceits, or in ſome family 
noſtrum ; for a plaiſter, poultices, or diet 
drink, of ſecret compoſition, according to theſe 
believers, infallibly cure the cancer. Milky 
breaſts, or contuſions, perhaps, have amended 
while the noſtrum was applied: hence great 
encomiums on many inefficacious and uſeleſs 
medicines ; hence a variety of ſuperſtitious 
remedies for the cancer. Theſe people, not 
L 2 knowing 
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knowing the power of remedies, nor the ob- 
ſtinate reſiſting nature of cancers, differences 
of tumors in the breaſts, nor whether they be 
truly cancerous. or not, confidently and erro- 
neouſly proclaim cures that were never per- 


e introduce inſignificant or injurious 
compoſitions, and prevent the moſt rational 
rules in the art from being adopted: thus pa- 
tients fall victims to their on unthinking 
credulity ; thus the only time in which ju- 
dicious medicine might prove beneficialy is 
_ unfortunately loſt in en x 
tion, or blind error. 

The hiſtory of medicine nnd with in- 


| ſtances of various deceptions of pretenders to 


the cure of cancers by ſecre? methods. 
Though the very appearance of mlen 
ought to awaken ſuſpicion, though the bold- 
neſs of the deluders, the raſhneſs of their boaſt- 
ings, their intereſted views, their complaints 
of being perſecuted by the regular faculty, or 
their confident aſſertions that ſome eminent 
man or other has offered a large ſum for their 
ſecret or noſtrum, ſhould induce mankind*to 
be on their guard, yet cancerous patients,

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the moſt egregious dupes to the various 
ſnares and ee low NOR" and un- 
ſkilfulnefs. 

Other patients POP to theſe — 
who have ſome little hardneſs or ſwelling i in 
the breaſt, from cold, accident, or other 
cauſe : if a caſe or two of this ſort be cured» 
they are magnified into the name of 7erriblecan- 
cert; the exaggerated circumſtances are pub- 
liſhed by every ſtratagem artifice can ſuggeſt 3 
perſons laboring under real cancerous com- 
plaints are ferrited out, the hiſtory related, the 
perſon ſuppoſed to be cured produced, the 
appearance of ſomething like a fact has 
weight, and the deluſion ſucceeds. "45-8 

If any medical man of ſtrict honor and 
learning in the profeſſion ſhould examine the 
ſubje& with candor, diſcover the deception, 
and pronounce a report ſtrictly conformable 
to truth, it has little weight; for when ruth 
does not flatter unreaſonable expectations, it 
is coolly received. In cancerous caſes, pa- 
tients, and often their relations, eagerly em- 
brace, and vehemently protect, thoſe who de- 
ccive them maſt ; the reaſon of which is ob- 
vious, Mtn Te 

Phyſicians 
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- Phyſicians or ſurgeons of probity, on «th 
ing conſulted in cancerous caſes, well know. 
ing the difficulty the art has to ſurmount in 
curing ſome, and the abſolute impoſſibility of 
curing others, are cautious in promiſing an 
honeſt, ſkilful, 'and experienced man cannot 


promiſe ſucceſs in theſe caſes. The experi | 


| ence of the moſt learned practitioners for 
above two thouſand years, the obſervations 
and communications of coritemporaries, and 
his own practice, if extenſive, obliges him, 
as a man deſerving the public confidence, to 
declare honorably his ſentiments, and "what 
he has treaſured up by repeated experience; 
the unpleaſing truth being delivered, it ma 
not be ſo favorable as the patient or affedi- 
onate friends expect. To a humane praQtiti- 
oner nothing can be more ungrateful to the 
feelings than to pronounce a foreſight of 
painful future evils, and the impoſſibility of 
averting them; but'no juſt or ſenſible man 
will, for the ſake of a temporary preſent ad- 
vantage, riſk his future reputation by acting 
with duplicity or falſehood. hor: 
It is a great happineſs to even palliate and 
mitigate "Ws; when no radical cure can ratio-

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nally be expected : : this judicious medicine 
may effect many years, e even in en cance- 
rous diſeaſes.

cure of the. cancer acquire, is obtained by two 
means dependent on the patient's hope and 
fear. The cautious promiſes of the regular 
practitioners, and the prudent reſerve they 
commonly practiſe, do not give that comfort 
nor happineſs which the confident and raſh 
boaſtings of empiriciſm inſpire.”

In 
ſome few inſtances the diſorder, for a few 
months, or a year or two, has lain dormant, 
then 
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then it has broken out with redoubled: vio. 
lence; ulcerations and deſtructions of / parts 
have ſucceeded each other, until the Whole 
fide of the thorax has become one con- 
tinued, though uneven, fetid, corroſive ulcer, 
the corroſion of the cancer has deſtroyed all 
the ſofter parts, 1 in ſome inſtances the'ribs

Internally, all the metallic alteratives and

when given at proper diſtances, in removing 
the cancerous acrimony, if mildly and judici- 
ouſly adminiſtered, according to. the magni- 
tude of the diſorder, the ſtrength, age, ſex, pe- 
culiarities of each patient, climate, ſeaſons of 
the year, rational indications, and contra-indi- 
| cations, Without the knowledge and juſt 
application of remedies, and implicit obe- 
dience in patients, medicine in cancerous 
and many other diforders, inſtead of being 
efficacious, may frequently become ny 
rious.

Of all diſeaſes which afflict mankind, the cancer is the mok 
grievous and rebellious, and is generally incurable, by reaſon of 
its corroſive and malign yenom fermenting in the humon, 
which, ſo far as we can yet find, yields neither to purging, 
bleeding, repellents, diſcutients, ſuppuratives, or any other me- 
dicine inward or outward, 


A cancerous breaſt, from internal cauſes; ſhould never be 
cut off, 


After having given eighteen caſes of operations, he finiſhes

on the fleſh in ſome places, whilſt it ſpews out fungi, like the 
heads of carliflixwer, in ſome others, and this with the utmoſt 
outrage to the ſpirits ; but alſo from the vaſt gleet and hamor. 
rhage when it has eaten through the coats of the veſſels, and 
having nearly.exhauſted the purple ſtream, in the midſt of diſ- 
mal groans, excruciating pains, intolerable ſtench and putręfuctin, 
the miſerable creature finds releaſe by death, which had been 
a long time wiſhed for. | 

The beſt prognyfic that can be made will be but very u- 
certain. | e 

When the cancer is ulcerated, it is ſtill worſe than while it 
remains with the ſkin yet whole and ſound; worſe alſo in the 
mouth or throat, where the poor patient is often famiſhed or 
ſtarved to death, than in ſome other parts; werſe where gret 
quantities of the blood is daily expended, than where no fuch 
effuſion has yet happened; though wherever it appears, and 
however complicate, we find it ſufficient, ſooner or later, 2. 
cording to age, habit, and way of management, to defre the 
effiifted. 

We ſhould now haſten to the cure, if we knew of * the 
diſeaſe would admit. 

We defy all cancer guacks to give one inftance of a fixed ot 
true ulcerated cancer that was ever cured by their manage: 
ment. T2; 

Tat all art (when it is arrived to any height) can do lit 
more than palliate. 

As for local medicaments, or external applications, where the 
cancer is not ulcerated, I have obſerved thoſe people ge- 
nerally fare beſt who meddle avith none at all; a ſimple ind 
ſenſive plaiſter in other caſes, by conſtipating the pores, here 
only increaſe the heat, and promote farther diſturbance.

There are three ſorts—the common or garden, and the deadly 
nightſhade, and the bitter, ſweet, or woody nightſhade. 

Mr. Guy tried the garden nightſhade in two cancerous caſes, 
foul and painful ulcers, obſtinate pains in particular parts of the 
body, ſcorbutic eruptions, and other common diſorders. 


The quantity of one grain in weight of the leaf infuſed in an 
ounce of boiling water, and the liquor afterwards ftrained, and 
taken at bed-time, would ſometimes have a conſiderable effect; 


but that two or three grains ſeldom failed either to vomit, ſweat, 
or purge the patient moderately, or to increaſe the quantity 
of urine, 5 

The moſt common effects that I have obſerved to iſſue upon 
taking this medicine were, a heat or warmth diffuſed in a few 
hours over the body, a plentiful ſweat ſucceeded this heat, and 
ſometimes a gentle purging the next day, If a ſweat did not 
break out, an extraordinary diſcharge of urine was generally the 
conſequence, and ſometimes followed likewiſe by a purging.

© The obſervations on the the theory and practice of relieving 
cancers, &c., are new, they are not drawn from any lights hi- 
therto delivered by other writers, ancient or modern, but poſi. 
tively from my own long experience and reflection. The diſot- 
der, like many others, his never been ſcientifically inveſtigated; 

the cauſes of difficulties, or impoſſibility of cure, in many in- 
ſtances, have never before been aſcertained ; but the anatomical 
inveſtigations which I have made on theſe ſubjects, clearly de- 
monſtrate the irrationality of expecting a cure under any circum- 
ſtances, except in the firſt or ſecond ſtage of the diſorder, It 


might be aſked guo u/u J anſwer, the moſt important. Tfthe 


cauſes of diſorders, and reaſons of their eaſe or difficulty of cure, 

were more clearly underſtood, there would he leſs room for un- 
reaſonable expeRation in patients, and leſs opportunities for im- 
poſtors to delude ſociety with fallacious promiſes.

ſubſequent letters introduced, 

Theſe diſorders have been, and are, uni-

ſuperior merit ſhould be cruſhed, leſt the af- 
ſumed pretenſions of thoſe, who ſhine in 
the common beaten paths of erroneous prac- 
tice, ſhould be obſcured.

WIZ cannot be too ſolicitous to correct the 
errors of a profeſſion, which has nothing leſs 
than the reſtitution of health, or .the preſer- | 
vation of life for its objects. The practice 
of phyſic, you well know, Sir, in its moſt 
improved ſtate, is often ineffectual to attain 
theſe important ends; and when this hap- 
pens, we can only lament the uncertainty of 
a defective art. Failures of this kind are, 
however, blameleſs, becauſe they are invo- 
luntary : but if a phyſician ſuffers the inter- 
poſition of any private view, to fruſtrate the 
utility of what is really known, he gives a 
ſhock to humanity, and deſerves the ſeyereſt 
cenſures. An imperious opinion of one's 


own 
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own kill is often the cauſe of errors of ü 
nature. A great reputation inclines the poſſeſ. 
ſor to diſapprove of any diſcovery which is not 


of his own acquiſition. Men are too apt 


to make their own knowledge the criterion. 


of perfection. But it ſhould be remembered, 
that when an art is imperfect, it is of courſe 
improveable, and that one may diſcover, what 
may have eſcaped the greateſt penetration and 
judgment of another. A conſtant, an honeſt 
inclination, therefore, of warmly embracing 
every probable means of effecting the geit 
intentions of the profeſſion, ſhould always 
actuate a phy ſician. The greateſt abilities, 
Sir, have but a partial pretenſion to fame, 
where this inclination is wanting they mij 
raiſe the admiration of the world; but it is 
the relief of patients that muſt make them 
reſpectable. { 
It is no pleaſure to me, Sir, that 1 have

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The foregoing preſcriptions were certainly 
incdoquarh U cure of ſuch an obſtinate 
diſcaſe : but as it is the common, though a 
moſt futile mode of practice, as every experi- 
enced and reflecting phyſician ought to 
know; a deviation from it, perhaps, would 
have been conſidered erroneous, as being op- 
poſite to the rules of art, or the common 
beaten roads of practice. Eſtabliſned ma- 
xims, however contrary to deep philoſophical 
reaſoning, however unſucceſsful, are ſeldom 
retinquiſhed ; though the preſervation | of 
life may be frequently dependant on it.

Iam ſenſible, Sir, that the „ N 5 
and unlimited confidence which ſome court 


and pride which lead them 
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cite envy in proportion to their merit, and 
illiberally are termed innovatiant; they meet 
with every | oppoſition which artifice can 
invent, or medical grimace furniſh. I could 


produce ſeveral inſtances of the moſt exalted 


characters, that have been perſecuted and de- 


teſted by the faculty for what has rendered 


their names immortal. I ſcarce know one 


improvement in the hiſtory of medicine, 
which has not met with a ſtrong oppoſition. 
It is a melancholy reflection, that a man 
ſhould incur the diſpleaſure of the members 
of his profeſſion for thoſe very inventions 


which merit the approbation and efteem of 


all mankind. Let us reflect, for a moment, 
on the fate of Veſalius, Harvey, and the in- 
troducers of chemical remedies, bark, anti- 
mony, and mercury; not to mention your 
own unmerited oppoſition to your diſcoveries 

in the lymphatic ſyſtem. s 30 
Yet the common modes of practice are fre- 
quently ſo inadequate to the obſtinacy of 
ſome diſeaſes, that Iam diſpoſed to think, 
every rational attempt to improve our art is 
ludable. -It is not unreaſonable to affirm, 
that nothing leſs than a perfect cure ſhould 
ſatisfy

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ſatisfy a phyſician. When the pradtice ex- 


tends no farther than to palliate a curable dif. 


eaſe, it plainly demonſtrates a defectiye 
knowledge. It may be preſumed, from whit 
has been already diſcovered, that the diff. 
culty of curing ſome diſeaſes is not owing to 
any defect in nature or art in ſupplying us 
with remedies, but to an indolence and elf. 
ſufficiency, which prevent their diſcover. 
We ſhould therefore ſuſpect the ill ſucceſs to 
be frequently owing to a want of knowledge, 
The limits of human underſtanding ate ſo 
confined, conſtitutions and diſeaſes ſo various, 
and the ſucceſs in many inſtances ſo doubt: 
ful, that theſe things, on a ſerious reflection, 
give us little reaſon to be vain. We ſhould 
always recollect how much we pretend. to, 
and yet how little we comprehend in the im- 
menſe fields of medical ſcience, 

The confidence repoſed in a ohyGcian is of 
a very ſerious nature; and when he acts 2 
the ſick bedzon a principle of ſuperiority over 


others of his profeſſion, unleſs he may be 


ſuppoſed quite perfect, his patients muſt fut- 
fer for the vanity of his imaginary triumph 
We cannot be too ſuſpicious of our abilities

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we ſhould endeavour to improve by every 
miſtake, and generally conclude ourſelves 
miſtaken, when we are not ſucceſsful. It is 
no diſgrace to acknowledge, but infamous 
and deſtructive to ſociety to perſiſt in error. 
Perhaps, Sir, a few obſervations which I 
publiſhed in a treatiſe on the diſeaſes of the 


breaſts of women, with ſome ſtrictures on the 


indiſcriminate uſe of /ow' diet, and the new 
dangerous methods of treatment during lying=- 
in, may have had ſome ſhare in your oppoſing 
my aſſiſtance; as they might appear to attack 
ſome of your favourite practices in midwifery. 
If general cenſures of prejudices, injurious in 
their conſequences, was a ſufficient incentive

cond letter againſt Dr. Hunter, it may be ne- 
ceſſary to communicate ſome circumſtances 
that happened, becauſe they will. throw a 
light on the following ſubject, and convey an 
idea of the manner in which Reviews - "WF: 
be conducted. 


Captain M———, an officer high in the | 


eſteem of the Lord Le Deſpencer, after ſuf- 
fering great miſery, many years, from ſcro- 
phulous ulcers in his arms and legs, without 
receiving benefit from conſulting ſeveral re- 
putable ſurgeons and phy ſicians in this town, 
was cured by my preſcribing a proper regi- 
wen, ſmall doſes of mercurius dulcis duodecies 
ſublimatus, præparatus aqud lotuſque, and ni- 
trum cum camphora. 

This gentleman, from gratitude and the 
moſt honorable motives, introduced me to 
Lord Le Deſpencer, from whom I received 
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many inſtances of friendſhip; e * con- 
ſequence of my having cured Captain M—— 
of the ulcers that had ſo long afflicted him, 
was recommended by his Lordſhip to at- 
tend the cafe which is the ſubject of the * 
ceding letter.

It is ſufficient for the world to know, 5 
amidſt many phy ſicians, who are an honor to 
human nature, certain heterogeneous oppo- 
ſite characters have, do, and perhaps eyer 
will, exiſt; ill-educated doctors, and other; ap- 
e 5 medicine, who, with \ very ' feanty 
Pro- 
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profeſſional knowledge or. practical ſkill, 
have, by accidental circumſtances, various at- 
tifices, or daring pretenſions, paſſed for the 
greateſt ornaments of the art, having ob- 
tained, by ſtratagem, a great run of pracſde, 
the ear, and unlimited confidence of mankind. 
Under ſuch circumſtances, what can be ex- 
pected but miſinterpretation, falſe judgment, 
and oppoſition to every innovation or gene- 
rous attempt at excellence, or the advance- 
ment of learning? Men are only true judges 
of merit, and are moſt ready to acknow- 
ledge the ſkill and genius of others, Wo 
poſſeſs ſuperior merit and judgment them- 
ſelves. 

The reiterated under-hand attempts to in- 
jure my medical character, have often in- 
creaſed friends and reputation. Mankind 
determine by ſucceſsful facts, not by ſpecious 
profeſſions. A phyſician who has ſeen eight 
or nine thouſand diſeaſed poor annually, for 
above twenty years, muſt be conſidered ex- 
perienced. He becomes too publickly known 
to receive much injury from the private 
flanders of thoſe whoſe ſlender experience 

and 
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and practice were never directed to any ob- 
jects, except pecuniary emolument and mean 
detraction. The world hears the falſe, ma- 
lignant aſſertions, and laughs at the envy of 
the miſerable inventors. Theſe obſervations 
are promulgated, to guard ſociety againſt the 
ſhafts of malice, too often directed againſt the 
moſt zealous and humane attempts to ene 


human miſery.

TRE trifling evaſions, in the Monthly 
Review for November 1774, to ſcreen you 
from the juſt reſentment of the Public, 
were unworthy of my attention, did it not 
appear from ſome circumſtances, that you 
are either the author or dictator of that 
criticiſm.

And did you! ſeriouſly think, . as I 


was to be ſilenced by you in the character of 


a Reviewer? or that your unhappy feel.

nel, would have paſſed unnoticed? Indeed 


you ſeem + ſo tranſported by anger, - envy, 
and revenge, that you have loſt your uſual 
circumſpection, and your warm advocates, 
the Reviewers; ſuffering your malice to-paſs 


through their vehicle of /earnng and knows. 
ſelge, have become your greateſt enemies. 


You ſeem now reduced to a truly pitiable 


ſituation, though, from your dignity. of 


ſtation, the intimate friend of ſo many 
learned ſcholars, who, with a thaughtlefs 


imprudence, have eſpouſed your deſperate 


cauſe. Could not their diſcerning eyes, ſo 


capable of detecting the errors and inaccura- 
cies of others, diſcover thoſe fatal inadver- 
tencies of M, &c.? Could not this learned 
body produoe ſomething which had leſs the 
appearance of partiality and perſonal pique? 
But it _ ſerves to prove to me, that abi-

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have expoſed you to freſh cenſures, and muſt 
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ee when engaged in an unjuſt cauſe; 
are only capable of uſing little mean /artift+ 


ces, evaſions, and perſonal ſcurrility; which 


render them and their work contemptible in 
the opinion of every ſenſible and candid per- 


ſon. For while a critical production of this 


nature is conducted with erudition, juſtice, 


and impartiality, it is of public utility; but 


when it is open for parties in any diſpute to 
vent their anonymous malice or ill nature, it 
then becomes a public nuiſance. But, per- 
haps, Sir, you have been greatly relieved by 
this delivery of your anger and reſentment, 
This vent of the paſſions may have removed 
that preſſure on the mind the conciouſneſs of 

an error might have occaſioned. ay 
The epithets which you have fo liberally 
beſtowed on me as ** enterpriſing ſurgeon, ill 
reception amongſt the grandees of the pro- 
« feſſion, ſingle combat with one of them, 
&c. Such impotent malice I ſmile at, and 
am not a little entertained at ſuch poor 
labored wit. It is my determined reſolution 
not only to combat ſingly, but in general, 
whatever doctrines in phyſic are pernicious 
We 
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to the cotunity; ard I will with induſtry 
perſevere in every uſeful plan which can ad- 
vance or improve the profeffion. I conſider 
this to be the duty of every phyſician. You, 
or the Reviewers; whom ſhall always here- 


after conſider the ſame, may call it enter. 


prifng; but patients afflicted with the moſt 


deplorable diſeaſes; without hopes of relief, 


when'perfectly cured; and enjoying the blefſ- 


ings of health, will think ſuch entefpriſes 
laudable. Neither the ribaldry of malevolent . 


anonymous writers, nor the miſerable feelings 
of à man tranſported with rage at being told 
the truth, and hurried by his impetuoſity to 
inadvertencies, will ever diſturb my tran- 
quillity. 

After thus diſmiſſing your curious evaſions, 
give me leave to introduee you as a principal 
actor in ſome new ſcenes: and, as you have 
diſtinguiſhed yourſelf in an oppoſi te point of 
view, I ſhall firſt recite an inſtance where you 
ſcemed to act with humanity. a 

In the beginning of November, 1774, 
about five weeks after the publication of my

wiſhed that you had been influenced by hu- 
mane motives to have relieyed an unfortunate 
and miſerable patient. 

Mrs. S. was afflicted with a Mg ſcirrhus 
of the uterus, and cancerous ulcer. She had 


been under your care, which candor forbids 
me to ſay is any reflection on your character, 


after receiving no relief, or any probability of 
a cure, from thoſe learned and celebrated 
Doctors Levret and Petit, and ſeveral other 
phyſicians and accoucheurs at Paris. 


In this caſe you ſtill followed your favorite 


plan. You directed the hemlock bath, hemlock 
in pills, twenty-four of which were taken 
— as I was informed by the Apothecary®. 


A ſolu- 
Some of theſe very pills are in my poſſeſſion. 
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A ſolution of opium, which the lady brought 


ftom France, was taken, ſomething ſimilar 


to our liquid laudanum, to eafe the violent 
pains ; for ſhe had been in ſuch excruciating 
tortures, that for five weeks before ſhe left 
Paris, and fix weeks after ſhe became your 
patient, ſhe had not ſlept five minutes, either 
day or night, owing to the violent and con- 


. ſtant pains ſhe ſuffered. Her body was 


much emaciated, her face and lips were pale, 
and ſeveral other unfavorable circumſtances. 
hkewiſe attended the patient, which you are 
well acquainted with. 

To this lady you could not plead any ig- 
norance of my ſucceſs in ſuch caſes ; becauſe 
you. had ſeveral weeks before, in conſequence 
of my having cured a ſimilar caſe, recom- 
mended me to the other, 

After attending Mr. S. about ſix weeks, 
you acquainted her that you had conſulted 
Sir John Pringle, Phy ſician to Her Majeſty, 
on her caſe, and you adviſed her to ſettle her 
affairs while ſhe retained her ſenſes, for that 
Sir John and yourſelf were of opinion that it 
was impoſſible to cure her.

Was it becauſe a cure, if effected in 
the firſt inſtance, might have remained for 
ever in obſcurity, and ſucceſs in the other 
might leſſen your reputation? Or did you 
artfully ſearch for the firſt, and introduce a 
patient in ſo deſperate a condition, only to 
injure me if I did not ſucceed ? Though it 
is certainly unreaſonable to expect that I am 
to cure every miſerable caſe that comes under 
my care, at a time when all other phy ſicians 
conſider. it incurable, or in a diſeaſe that in 
all ages has been thought incurable ; neither 

ought 
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ought the utility of my new methods to be 
determined by any ſuch deſperate and unfair 
trials. | | 


How could you ſuffer Mrs. S. to languiſh 


under the moſt excruciating - tortures, - when 


you acknowledged yourſelf unacquainted 


with any method to relieve, much leſs to 


cure her dreadful diſorder? You have viſited 
this lady ſince ſhe has been under my care, 
you have ſeen the preſcriptions, and you was 
informed that ſhe reſted every night, was in 
little pain during the day, and you ſeemed to 
expreſs great ſatisfa&tion on this pleaſing oc- 
caſion. You found that the lady could walk 
ere, which ſhe had not been able to do be- 
fore for many months. Theſe good effects 
of my new alterative methods you are witneſs 
to, though the patient had been but three 
weeks under my care when you viſited her. 
She is now much more recovered, What 
was your anſwer when ſhe aſked you why 
vou had not recommended me to attend her, 
as well as the pauper you had recommended 
me to? You gravely told her that you in- 
tended it, when you was convinced that I 
had cured the other. But, Sir, was 1t not 

cruel 
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cruel to wait, and let a patient ſuffer'extreme 
miſery, in expectation of relief, if I relieved 
another, which was probably above the reach 
of the medical art ? You certainly cannot be 
ſo ignorant in your profeſſion as not to know 
that your laſt patient muſt have periſhed, 
while the other was obtaining a cure, if 
curable, For is it not rational to ſuppoſe 
that ſuch inveterate and horrid diſeaſes re- 
quire a conſiderable time to eradicate?

Did you expect that the laudanum wauld 
have lulled the miſerable patient into inſenſi- 


bility, and by that means render her incapable 


of 
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of complying, if relief was offered? When 
bave theſe remedies, even in the leaſt, alle- 
viated the ſymptoms without impairing the 
mental faculties? Can any one ſay you was 
waiting the iſſue of my ſucceſs, when it is 
evident that you was ordering the moſt dele- 
terious medicines?

We have great reaſon to believe that the 
famous Phyſician Storck, of Vienna, was po- 
ſitively a deceiver ; and whoever reads the 
epiſtle on the Hemloch, which was publiſhed 

4 | above 
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above nine years ago by the learned Profeſſor 
De Haen, at Vienna, may be convinced of 
this. This gentleman and many others gave 
it a fair trial in the cancer, but without any 


ſucceſs, as will appear by the following paſ- 


ſages:

Though this has been publiſhed nine years, 
yet ſo indolent do the practitioners ſeem in 
this country, that few know theſe very im- 
portant facts; for it is preſcribed with as 
much ardor and ill- effect as ever *.

ſician, but have never yet met with one pa- 
tient who has taken it with advantage; nay, 


in many it has produced loſs of memory, 
violent pains in the head, convulſions, and, 
in ſome inſtances, Fhave had great reaſon to 
conclude that it has proved fatal“. As other 
phyſicians muſt have been convinced of its 
inefficacy 

An inſtance of this ſort happened. A young Major in the 
army, formerly a patient of Mr. Neſbit's, Great Marlborough 


Street, rook ſo much, as a remedy for a ſpreading ulcer; as to 
deſtroy life, though warned of the conſequence, 
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inefficacy and dangerous qualities, why do 
they conſtantly preſcribe it? I have ſeen ma- 
ny recipes of reſpectable phyſicians in town, 
who have repeatedly prefcribed this noxious 
drug without any advantage, and yet theſe 
very men conſtantly perſevere in the uſe of it. 
When I have mentioned objections to ſuch 
practices, I have been queſtioned, what can 
be done in ſuch deſperate cafes ? I anſwer, it 
would be a more conſcientious part in a phy- 
ſician never to preſcribe either opium or hem. 


hach, when no good effects are produced. 


Rather let us ſeek for new methods, and let 
us embrace ſueh diſcoveries with a becoming 
generoſity and candor, inſtead of envy and 
oppoſition from ſelfiſhneſs or pride. While 
a ſpirit of perſecation prevails againſt every 
man who ſhakes off vulgar prejudices to im- 
prove the art, there is little encouragement to 

make known any new improvements. 
Nothing but a ſincere deſire to ſerve man- 
kind could induce me to publiſh theſe me- 
thods ; for which has been experienced ran- 
cor and illiberality.. Any reformation, how- 
ever, in the parties is more to be wiſhed for 
than expected. I may appear warm againſt 
that 
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that poiſonous. drug, Bemlacł ; but ſhould be 


equally animated to-praiſe its virtues, were I 


not convinced, from ſeveral years experience, 


that it does not ſucceed in 2 cancerous 
caſes; 4: een 22k opt 

.- I-ſhall now, in vitdication of my Na 
ter, explain to the Public ſome points men- 
tioned in the Monthly Review, which have 
a tendency to injure me in the opinion of 
mankind and the profeſſion. In that work 
is inſerted, „e 

We have had occaſion more thanks once to 
< review the productions of this writer, but 
then he was in an humbler character than 
t that which he now ſuſtains; it was that of 
« an enterprifing ſurgeon, advertiſing a great 
« number of cures in cancerous, venereal, and 
„% other caſes,” 

From the foregoing aſſertions, an unin- 
formed reader would conclude that I had ad- 
vertiſed quack puffs, or relations of my cures, 
in the newſpapers; or had vended ſome 
quack medicine. If the Reviewers mean it 
in this light, I can only anſwer, that they 
have inſerted a poſitive falſhood. If it be 
meant that my medical pamphlets are adver- 

tiſements, 
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tiſements, I ſhall only anſwer ſach maleyo- 
lent infinuations by informing the public of 
the nature-of thoſe productions. In doing 
this I am reduced to a ſituation by no means 
deſirable ; for if I were to remain filent, the 
Public might think their illiberal charges 
true: if I anſwer, I am obliged to ſpeak of 
myſelf in a manner which may excite diſguſt 
and ſuſpicion in the minds of the readers. 
It frequently happens, that what a man ſays 
in favor of himſelf is partial, as we are too, 
apt to flatter our own abilities. If, then, I 
ſhould be rather warm in defending my own. 
cauſe, it 1s hoped every candid perſon will 
recollect, that I have been publicly accuſed of 
actions beneath the dignity of the profeſſion 
of which I am a member, and that I muſt 
tamely ſuffer an injury from the dark attacks 
of anonymous writers, and envious malig- 
nant whiſperers, or refute them by the fol- 
lowing facts. 

After the advantages of as regular a ſurgi- 
cal, anatomical, and medical education as 
this metropolis could give, or induſtry and 
ſtudy acquire, I went young into the King's 
ſerrice in the war between this country, 
; France, 


Fg 
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France, and Spain, from the beginning of 
176t to the end of that war. This J confi« 
dered the proper ſchool of experience for a 
young man. About fourteen years ago, ſee- 
ing the defects and ill-ſucceſs in curing 
old ulcers of the legs, I inyented' a new me- 
thod of cure without reſt, by altering the 
ſtate of the blood, and removing the cauſe of 
acrimony by dict and mineral alteratives, ni- 
tre, &c.

I 
have had ſeveral well- authenticated facts of \ 
the ſucceſs of theſe new methods in France, 
Italy, and Germany; in which laſt country 
the Eſſay has been tranſlated. Great has 
been the advantages in the Weſt Indies and 
America, and in every part of England, 
where the practitioners have been influenced 
by a deſire to cure their patients, without any 
mimt or 8270 to the inventor.

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this conſtant practice, and making my houſe 
many years a receptacle for the afflicted poor, 
the numbers of which were ſeldom: leſs than 
from ten to twelve thouſand annually in va- 
rious diſeaſes, I had frequent opportunities 
of extending the utility of theſe and other 
methods, and improving them. I then be- 
gan to conſider that other ulcers might be 
cured by a ſimilar plan. It was found I could 
reſolve the calloſity which commonly ſur- 
rounds old ulcers; and from analogous reaſon- 
ing I conceived that the cellular membrane of 
one part might be ſoftened by the ſame means 
which reſolved the induration of the other.

agonizing tortures might be prevented to 
thoſe who are the unfortunate victims of this 
deplorable diſeaſe ? 


3 in Diſeaſes of the Eper. 
From frequent obſervation I diſcovered that 
the common methods of treating diſeaſes of 
the eyes were very defective, cruel, and un- 
ſucceſsful.

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practitioners in this town. My inftruments, 


I hope, will be a conſiderable acquiſition to 
the province of ſurgery, and the method uſed 
to prevent the inflammation in this operation 
will be of no ſmall ſervice to the patient. 

In conſequence of theſe improvements, I 
publiſhed a treatiſe on the principal diſcaſes 
of the eyes, containing a criticiſm on the an- 
cient and modern methods of cure, with ob- 
ſervations on the preſent defective modes of 
treatment, and new and mild methods for the 
cure of diſeaſes of this organ, with the dan- 
ger of applying poultices to the eyes, and 
other external applications. This work has 
received more encomiums than, perhaps, it 
merited : in a future treatiſe I hope to intro- 
duce many new improvements, the reſult of 
much experience and theoretical reflection. 

As to advertiſing cures in cancerous caſes, 
it is an abſolute falſehood, unleſs publiſhing 
a few remarkable cafes at the end of my trea- 
tiſe on the cure of ulcerated legs be called ad- 
vertiſing. One is a remarkable inſtance of a 
man wha loſt part of his upper jawbone, five 
fore teeth, the palate bones were deſtroyed, 
the W N or. ghe . which divides the 

noſtrils, 
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noſtrils, was deſtroyed, the whole mouth 
and inward part of the noſe were continued 
foul corroding ulcers. 'This poor man was 
perfectly cured by cinnabarine fumigations, 
&c., in five weeks, in the depth of winter, 
after he had been for advice for near two 
years to every hoſpital in town, and to many 
eminent phyſicians and ſurgeons. This fact 
is known to ſeveral men in the profeſſion, of 
no inconſiderable eminence, 

Another inſtance is of the cure of a ſcir- 
rhus of the teſticle and cancerous ulcers of the 
ſcrotum, which was condemned to be cut off 
by an eminent ſurgeon, This cancerous caſe 
I perfectly cured, and many others, by Plum- 
mer's pills, nitre, and fumigation. 

As to advertiſing cures in venereal caſes, it 
s likewiſe as untrue as the reſt, Indeed I 
have communicated to the world, in a pam- 
phlet, a method of curing the freſh contracted 
gonorrhea, by a new and ſafe injection, 
compoſed of ol. amygdal. dulc. argent. viv. 
and mucilage of gum arabic, with few medi- 
cines, and have given my reaſons why all 
rough remedies are injurious to the conſti- 
tution, I cannot conceive that publiſhing an 

| - uſeful 
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uſeful den is derogatory to the character 
of a phyſician: if it be, I acknowledge my. 
ſelf guilty in ſeveral inſtances. 2 
Theſe works were the offspring of ardent 
endeavours, in the early part of life, to detect 
prejudices, and obviate their evil tendency : 
but a much larger work'occupies my atten- 
tion, namely, the Schola Medicinæ, in Latin, 
containing the neweſt improvements in every 
branch of medical ſcience ; but I doubt much 
whether I may live to ſee it completed “. 
'Thus I have endeavoured, in my own vin- 
dication, to ſtate a number of facts, in which 
I hope it will be found that I have abided by 
the ſtricteſt truth. I have, therefore, a right 
2 claim the diſcovery of curing ulcerated 
legs without reſt, reſtoring de fective and loft vi- 
ſion, in many inſtances, by internal medicines 
only, and removing in ſome caſes that inve- 
terate diſeaſe, the recent cancer. Theſe are 
the enzerpriſes J have engaged in; the ſucceſs 
gives a pleaſure and ſatisfaction which is in- 
expreſſible — a ſatis faction unknown to nar- 
row, contracted minds. Whether ſuch en-

whether a reputatioa raiſed by ſuch purſuits 
ſhould be privately injured by thoſe who have 
caught the ear of mankind by artifices, and 
who are indolent themſelves, let the world 
determine. But perhaps the Reviewers might 
mean, by enterpriſing, that I was a raſh prac- 
titioner. If ſo, I can only appeal to all the 
faculty who have read my works, they, I be- 
lieve, will do me the juſtice to acknowledge, 
that I never preſcribe any violent or irritating 
medicine, except on rational principles. 
Thus it muſt appear, that whatever was 
the meaning of you, or the Reviewers, 'in 
charging me with being an enterpriſing ſur- 
geon, unleſs you meant it as an honourable 
diſtinction, that you have not adhered to 
truth. This is ſufficient to determine what 
dependance ſhould be placed on the other 
parts of the criticiſm ; for if this be falſe and 
groundleſs, what probability is there that any 
other part is true?

« learned phyſicians before named, we muſt 
10 refer to his pamphlet,” 

This laſt part, however, does honor to 
your cunning. 'The circumſtances of the 
greateſt importance to the Public are artfully 
concealed, namely, that of a cure being per- 
formed, which thoſe learned phyſicians, be- 
fore conſulted with Dr. Hunter, conſidered 
incurable, But this filence well becomes 
the dignity of impartial critics, does it not? 
It, however, certainly anſwers your purpoſe, 

And now, Sir, permit me to adviſe you 
to form mean medical cabals againſt me; 
go, and proſtrate yourſelf in the moſt ſub- 
miſſive and ſervile manner to thoſe ora- 
cles of learning, thoſe mighty ſcholars, the 
Reviewers: perſuade them, by any means, 
however diſhonourable, to treat me with per- 
ſonal ſcurrility and abuſe as they conſtantly 

4 do; 
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do; pour forth your rancorous indignation, 
by falſe inuendoes in private families, or 
through that literary channel, and it will 
afford me no ſmall entertainment. Such 
dark attacks may raiſe, but never will injure 
my profeſſional reputation. 

And, Sir, for the preſent I ſhall take leave 


of you; but expect, if there ſhould be occa- 


ſion, to hear in a ſhort time from me again. 
The ſubject will be on the delivery of the 
placenta, the indiſcriminate uſe of low diet, 
and ſome other prejudices in the practice of 
midwifery, injurious to the community. If 
I ſhould be obliged to bring forth, to public 
view, the odious detail of facts in my 
poſſeſſion on theſe ſubjects, they will beſt 
determine whether you or I moſt de- 
ſerve the name of a raſh or enterpriſing

ſenſes; faintings, watchfulneſs, drowſineſs, 
or ſtupor. 

The patient is reſtleſs at night, or has 
troubleſome dreams, with evident marks of 
indigeſton; is frightened by the incubus, or 
night mare; receives no benefit from fleep, 
relaxation increaſes every day, and the mind 
is agitated on the moſt trifling occaſions with 
ſurpriſe and timidity. 

The eyes dazzle, or are dim, or have a 
confuſed. viſion ; giddineſs and ſwimming 
affect the head. | 

Palpitations of the heart, oppreſſions and 
uneaſineſs in the thorax increaſe the patient's 
diſmal apprehenſions. 

The reſpiration is ſhort, painful and dif- + 
ficult. 

The pulſe becomes {mall, iveegalar, gu 
times intermitting. Senſations appear in 
various. parts ſuddenly, like cracking and ex- 
ploſion, ſimilar to the electric ſpark; and.

The appetite is depraved or loſt, with 
painful, bad digeſtion, accompanied with fla- 
tulency in the ſtomach or bowels, colicky 
pains, conſtipations, or diarrhea. 

The urine is very pale and copious, as in 
all the other nervous affections. 
The general ſymptoms during the paroxyſm 
or fit, are: palpitations of the heart; reſpira- 
tion is difficult, obſtructed, ſhort, painful, 

and irregular. | 

Contractions like ſtrangulation ariſe in the 
throat ; with a ſenſation of a ball or globe 
aſcending, nearly choaking the ſufferer. 

The tongue faulters, trembles, and inco- 
herent things are ſpoken ; the voice changes; 
ſome roar, ſcream, or ſhriek immoderately ; ; 
others ſigh deeply, weep, or mourn plain- 
tively. 

The eyes are agitated, look exceedingly 
wild, are convulſed, fixed, or ſtaring. 

The pulſe is weak, uneven, changeable, | 
intermittent, or ſcarce perceptible. 

Hiccups and flatulency diſtend and agitate 
the inteſtines, ſtomach, and œſophagus, with.

There is likewiſe a copious. — of 
urine, ſometimes containing a thick ſedi- 
ment. 

When the paroxyſm continues violent, then 
ſucceed faintings, dreadful and ſtrong conyul- 
ſions, ſtertor, from the mouth iſſues froth ; 
and the. diſorder, except in not having ſud- 
denly ſeized the patient, aſſumes the form of 
epilepſy, and even apoplexy. | 

After the concluſion of the Pep. there 
remains great debility, w earineſs of the whole 
body, headach, and pains in the convulſed 
muſcles, as though the body Patt been con- 
tuſed or beate.

19. The urine is ſecreted copioufly, and 
difcharged without thoſe conſtituent” parti- 
cles which are evacuated in health; and de- 


pendant on ſalutiferous digeſtion, chylifica- 


tion, and ſanguification. 

20. The fluids once in a ſtate of deprava- 
tion, act with increaſed energy on the ner- 
vous ſenſible fyſtem and muſcular fibres: the 
ſenſible nervous fyſtem re- acts on the mind 
and organs of digeſtion: hence the cauſe be- 
comes the effect, and the effect the cauſe of 
all the diſtreſſing evils, obſtructions, &c. 

21. The cauſes of convulſions in various 
parts are eaſily conceived. The free admiſſi- 
on of the nervous influence to all muſcular 
parts, conſtitutes regular action, voluntary 

| and. - 
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and involuntary ; acrid irritations produce the 
ſame effects as punctures, or ſtimuli of acrid 
preparations in muſcles, or in the heart; 
ſtrong compreſſions on the brain or nerves 
are ſimilar to ligatures ſurrounding nerves, 
and benumb the inferior parts. The for- 
mer excite contractions, even after death, in 
muſcular parts; the latter, a diminution or 
deprivation of the moving powers during 
life: hence ſtupor, coma, og in ſenſibi- 
lity, death, &c *. 

Theſe convulſive effects, in ns are pro- 

duced, although the communication with 
the brain is intercepted, or the principal de- 
ſcending nerves are compreſſed; hence partial 
. convulſions. 
The total and continued compreſſion of the 
nerves, however, produce palſy; but the 
blood circulates in the part, unleſs the artery 
be compreſſed. 

A ligature on the arteries deſtroys inte 
heat, by the deſtitution of the arterial con- 
tractions, and the free circulation of the 


\ blood ; 


* Theſe cauſes of ſymptoms are not ſo methodical as they 
might be delivered; but whoever wiſhes for a more accurate ac- 


count, may conſult my Schola medicine univerſalis nova. 
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blood ; hence animal heat depends chiefly on 
the circulation of the blood. 

The circulation of the blood depends on 
the nerves communicating with the heart 
from the brain; for though the heart and 
other muſcles contract after death, on being 
ſtimulated, it only demonſtrates, that thoſe 
parts ſtill contain ſome of that nervous princi- 
ple which exiſted in life, and of which they 
are not deprived of even.poff mortem. 

As this nervous principle evidently exiſts in 
muſcular fibles in death, it 1s eaſy to conceive 
its powers were more enegntic and active in 
life, and therefore more capable of contrac- 
tion. It muſt appear rational, that convul- 
ſions may happen in various places, while 
others are at reſt, not being ſtimulated ; and 
the mind at the ſame time loſe its percepti- 
bility, by compreſſions on the brain, as in 
the epilepſy, &c. | 

22. All the ſenſations nominated nervous, 
are perceptions in the brain, or /enſorium com- 
mune, conveyed by- the irritated nerves- of 
parts, and dependant on the communication 
and ſympathy of the nervous ſyſtem.

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In byſteric complaints, the par uggum 8 
intercaſtal nerves, their branches and com- 
munications, are particularly irritated and af.

The nervous conſenſus partium eaſily ex- 
plains the palpitations of the heart, the diffi- 
culty in reſpiration and hiccups, from the 
efforts produced by obſtructed circulation, 
and. compreſſions in the lungs, or irritation 
on the diaphragm, &c. &c. 

The moſt ſuſceptible minds being the 
Sue victims to this diſorder, demonſtrate 
clearly the ſurpriſing effects of the mind on 
the body: for it often happens, that the com- 
paſſionate ſpectators, from ſurpriſe, fear, and 
ſenſibility, - are attacked with theſe com- 
plaints, as happened lately at Paris by animal 

| magnetiſm ; 
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magnetiſm ; and it is common in families, to 
ſee a female attendant attacked in the ſame 
manner from a perturbed imagination. Thoſe 
who poſſeſs leaſt feeling, are leaſt affected by 
this diſeaſe, and can hardly conceive its poſſi- 
bility ; are too apt to conclude on the feelings 
of others by their own ſenſations: but this is 
a partial and falſe concluſion. 

This extreme nervous ſenſibility ſeems to 


ariſe from the blood, fixed, or other air, at- 


ing as a ſtrong ſtimulus on the nervous ſyſ- 
tem, and the re- action of the nervous influ- 
ence on the circulating powers. 

Perſons of ſtrong health never experience 
the diſorder, even though the mind be vio- 
lently affected; it happens to the delicate in 
mind and body, whoſe blood is in an acri- 
monious ſtate, and the body irritable, from 
the cauſes already enumerated. That the 
mind is very ſenſibly affected by the diſeaſes 
of the body, no ſtronger proofs need be ads 
duced, than the change of the diſpoſition 
under any chronic diſeaſe ; where the moſt 
placid, tranquil minds, become peeviſh, ill- 
natured, and often iraſcible. * 

he 
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The ſtate of the blood, form of body, their 
acting powers on the nervous ſyſtem, and 
this again on that incomprehenſible part call- 
ed the mind, cauſe all the diverſity of cha- 
racter amongſt human beings, and has a great 
influence in the moral conduct of human 
life. Envy, generoſity, illiberality, liberality, 
fortitude and timidity, placidity and iraſci- 
bility, happy or unhappy. ſenſations, very 
much depend on the ſtate of the blood; and 
the phyſician who moſt reflects, and beſt 
comprehends theſe diverſities in human na- 
ture, will always be moſt capable of relieving 
diſeaſes. 'To the diſcerning and obſerving, 
the phyfiognomy will convey much know- 
ledge of human character, and it may direct 
a proper choice of remedies, more adapted 
to the various conſtitutions, than is appre- 
hended by thoſe who idly fix one method or 
ſtandard of cure to all objects that offer. He 
who acts more by the exigency of the indi- 
vidual caſes in phyſic, than by the written 
directions of medical authors, will always 
beſt ſucceed in conquering diſeaſes. There 
is an alertneſs in preſcribing acquired by long 

experience, 
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experience, repeated reflection, and extenſive 
practice, that no books can communicate. 
The hiſtory of medicine furniſhes us with 
many inſtances in hoſpitals and orphan-hou- 
ſes, of the transferring convulſive epileptic diſ- 


orders from one affected patient to another by 
ſight, and the force of imagination *. 


'The 


* Baglivins, in his Praxis Medica, cap. 14+ f. 2. mentions 
a young man of Dalmatia, who, from looking at a perſon in an 
epileptic fit, was himſelf affected in the ſame manner. I have 
been witneſs to many fimilar inſtances. 

The late Dr, Whytt, of 1 ſays in his book on ner- 
vous diſorders : 

« It frequently happened in the royal infirmary here, in Edin- 
« burgh, that women have been ſeized with hyſteric fits from 
« ſeeing others attacked with them.“ 

One of the moſt remarkable inſtances of this kind ha in 
the poor houſe at Haerlem, in the time of the famous Dr. Boer- 
haave, and is recorded by his nephew in the following manner:

than alarming to the ſkilful and experienced

rarely ever dangerous. I have known it 
continue many years, and at laſt has en- 
tirely quitted the patient. 

Thoſe, however, who can curb and beſt 
command the emotions of the mind, are 
moſt eaſily cured.

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duce the hyſteric fit, nor is it always in 
the power of the patient to avoid being 
affected; reaſon and reflection often com- 
ing too late for the purpoſe, and paſſion 
predominating with an ungovernable ſway. 
The art of phyſic ſhould not be accuſed of 
defect, when the cauſes of a diſeaſe are 
chiefly reſident in the mind, ever ready 
to burſt forth with impetuous violence on 
the moſt trivial occaſions ; yet a judicious 
medical management, very often changes 
the natural, accidental, or acquired diſpo- 
ſition of the patient. In proportion as the 
body advances from debility to fam 
ſtrength, ſo proportionably will the diſeaſe 
decreaſe, and the mind become more tran- 
quil. | 
The /ertoroſe, or apoplectic hyſteric paſſion,

In che courſe of above thirty years full practice, I have ſeized 
every opportunity to examine human bodies after death ; for 
from this ſource of intelligence, the real cauſes and effects of 
diſeaſes are diſcoverable, This knowledge is the ſureſt, to purge 
the mind of viſionary hypotheſes, and points out the moſt rational 
cure for diſeaſes. In nervous hyſteric caſes, I have found, more 
or leſs, the viſcera diſeaſed ; and in convulſive caſes, the veſſels 
of the brain extremely turgid, or effuſions of blood, This laſt 
ſhews the danger of giving emetics to nervous people,

Hoffman, in the uterus and its veſſels, from 
ſpaſmodic conſtrictions, after in the nerves about the ſacrum 
and loins; and from ſympathy of parts, communicating their 
effects to the nervous membranes of the medulla, of the ſpine,

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they have continued many years : becauſe in 
the former the viſcera may not be diſeaſed ; 
but in the latter, affections of the viſcera are 
always to be apprehended. 

When the diſeaſe has originated in the 
body, it is eaſier removed than where the 
mind has been primarily affected; becauſe 
the bodily complaints often yield to the 
power of medicine; but the paſſions of the 
ſoul are too often above all {kill and remedies. 
The emotions of the mind cannot be eaſily

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ſuppreſſed, becauſe they are often, ab origine, 
in delicate and ſuſceptible conſtitutions. 
There may be obſerved a promptitude in 
nervous patients to torment themſelves on 
moſt occaſions, without any reflections on the 


injury and ſhocks they give their tender 


habits. 
The indications for the cure, of the hyſteric 
paſſion and nervous affections may be formed 


from the ſymptoms, cauſes, and effetts of thoſe 
diſeaſes. 


The /ymproms ſhould be palliated, the cauſes | 


removed, and effects, ſuch as ſcirrhoſities, 
congeſtions, and obſtructions of the viſcera, 
prevented, or removed. 

The treatment is to be conſidered under 
two diſtinct heads; the palliation of ſymp- 
toms, and the removal of cauſes. 

The palliation of ſymptoms is chiefly ap- 
plicable during the paroxyſm or hyſteric fit; 


and this is beſt determined by its degree of 
violence, 


While the radical cure is attempted, the 


urgent ſymptoms are likewiſe to be mi- 
tigated. 


The 
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The flatulent or windy hyſteric fit is allea 
viated by fetid and volatile medicines the 
moment deglutition is poſſible, Tincture of 
_ afſafztida and ſpiritus ſalis volatilis, or cornu 
cervi, 20 or 30 drops of each in water or va- 
lerian tea ; a few drops of oil of amber, or 
oleum animale, | 

In faintings, the fumes of vinegar, ſpiritys 
- ethereus, or any volatile ſpirits, or ſalts, are 

to be applied to the noſe; burnt feathers, 
oil of amber, &c. 
If theſe ſhould not ſubceed i in recovering 
the patient, a clyſter is to be injected, com- 
poſed of ſome bitter or aloetic purgative, and 
tincture of aſſafœtida; not only to empty 
the rectum, but to ſolicit the inverted pe- 
riſtaltic motion of the inteſtines to its na- 
tural action, and promote the expulſion of 
the diſtending air, or wind downwards,

In the paſſio Byſterica convulfiva, or convul- 
ſive hyſteric paſſion, the fit muſt be treated in 
the foregoing manner : but if the patient be 
plethoric, or the veſſels of the face full, turgid 
or red, bleeding during the fit will be neceſ- 
ſary when the operation can be performed. 
Bleeding certainly weakens the force of the 
fit, and ſhortens its duration ; probably, by 
diminiſhing the force of blood aſcending to 
the head during the paroxyſm, and rendering 
the circulation through the internal and ex- 
ternal jugulars, vertebral and occipital veins, 
more free. The former are greatly compreſſ- 
ed, by the dilatation of the ceſophagus and 
ſtricture on the fauces in the fit; and there 
have been inſtances, though very rare, in 
which an effuſion of blood on the cerebrum 
or cerebellum, or of ſerum in the ventricles 


of the brain, have proved fatal*. 
| In 


In my diſſections after death I have met with two inſtances; 
*hough theſe are ſufficient to prove the poſſibility. In the firſt, 
| | the 
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In languid pale habits, with great debility, 
and eſpecially when the diſorder has been of 
long duration, bleeding in paroxy/mo vel extra 
Pparoxyſmum is improper, and ſometimes 
hurtful. 

The patient during the vein ſhould 
be placed as erect as poſſible in a chair, to fa- 
vor the deſcent of blood Oy the veins of 


the head and neck. 


In the paſſio hyferica Wrath or hyſteric 
paſſion, with ſnoring and ſtupor ſimilar to 
apoplexy ; bleeding, except in very relaxed 
patients, ſhould be always preſcribed ; there 
is more danger to apprehend, and leſs to 
hope, in this than in the other ſpecies. 

Sharp, irritating clyſters ſhould be uſed, 
No. 46, &c. 

Volatile falts or ſpirits ſhould be applied 
to the noſtrils; bliſters to the neck, back, 
arms, or legs; and finapiſms to the feet. 

If the patient be able to ſwallow, evacua- 
tions by ſtool ſhould be procured by active 
cathartics, 


the patient died in ſtrong convulſions, after a violent paſſion of 


anger; in the ſecond, ſtrong convulſions and a ſtupor ſucceeded 
after a violent vomit, 


Drinks 
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Drinks of all ſorts are to be very ſparingly 
admitted, leſt the veſſe/s continue diſtended. 

After evacuating the feces, perſpiration 
ſhould be promoted by camphor, and the tar- 
tarum antimonii, or other antimonials, in 
ſuch ſmall doſes, as never to excite nauſea; 
or by the ſpiritus mindereri and camphor ; or 
by ſal volatilit ammoniacus, nitrum, and cam- 
phora, in the more florid and plethoric 
habits. 7 | 

Theſe are the general modes of treatment 
neceſſary for the three principal ſpecies of the 
hyſteric paſſion during the fit : but they muſt 
be varied according to the conſtitutions of 
patients, circumſtances of caſes, and cauſes 
from which they originate. 

In the firſt attacks, the lancet may be uſed 
with more freedom than when the diſeaſe 
has continued. More b/ozd may be taken 
from thoſe, where the paſſion of anger, or 
extreme quickneſs of temper, predominate, 
than in grief, melancholy, anxiety, and de- 
ſpondency. 

The indications to obtain a radical cure in 
theſe complaints conſiſt, | 
Vor. I. 1. In 
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1. In determining the ſuperabundant air 
downwards, and directing the inverted pe- 
riſtaltic motion of the inteſtinal canal to its 
due and natural condition. | 

This is produced by gentle laxatives of the 
bitter and aloetic kind, joined with fetid re- 
medies and carminatives. | 

By diminiſhing the quantity of air, and 
preventing efferveſcences, or fermentations in 
the ſtomach ; therefore all vegetables of the 
green kind, fallads, and ſweetened food, 
peaſe, beans, &c. ſhould be avoided. ; 

Plain lean meats are moſt proper, and ſuch 
' drinks that occaſion no fermentation : ſmall 
beer, ale, and all liquors, either in a ſtate of 
fermentation, or likely to produce fermen- 
tation, increaſe the diſorder. 

The patient's feelings, however, ſhould 
direct the choice; and this is eaſily determined 
by obſerving what foods and drinks beſt agree, 
or occaſion leaſt flatulency, 

Spirits and water check fermentation more 
than any other liquors ; but they hinder nu- 
trition. Though the generation of a large 
quantity of air may .be very troubleſome and 
=O 
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injurious, yet a moderate portion is not only 


uſeful but neceſlary. 


Old hock and Seltzer water, or other 
wines of a proper age and water, com- 
monly agree. 

The London porter, is an excellent liquor 
for ſeveral hyſteric ients; but then no 
other drink ſhould be allowed at or: after 
meals. 

2. The over diſtenſion of the ſtomach ad 
inteſtines is generally productive of great 
relaxation, loſs of appetite, indigeſtion, debi- 
lity, &c. The ſtomach ſhould be braced by 
an abſtinence from all relaxing drinks, and 
ſpoon foods, which act as fomentations to 
the already relaxed parts; and the patient 
ſhould, when out of the fit, take mild 
chalybeate, vitriolic preparations, bitters, and 
bark. See remedies from No. 2. to No. 10. 
No. 26 and 27. 

There will be found, however, in prac- 


tice many female patients, particularly thoſe . 


who are ſlender, or whoſe fibres and muſcles 
ſeem rigid and elaſtic, who cannot bear the 
lighteſt tonics or bracers ; owing, perhaps, 
to rigid fibres of the ſtomach, or having 

+ little 
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little mucus in the ſtomach to countera& 
the ſudden effects of bracers on the cardiac 
nerves : theſe commonly experience an ob- 
ſtinate conſtipation. 

In ſuch caſes aloetics, joined with cremor 
tartari, and very ſmall doſes of calomel united 
with the aloctica purgantia in moderate doſes, 
have beſt ſucceeded when taken 57s vel ter in 

Septimana. : 

An over abundance of fixed air in the in- 
teſtines has been greatly relieved. by lime 
water alone; the air is acid, the lime water 
its powerful oppoſite. 

3. The imperviouſneſs of the lacteal veſ- 
ſels on the ſurface of the inteſtines muſt be 
removed: being à principal cauſe of im- 
perfect nutrition. 

'The cauſes are, an accumulation of in- 
ſpiſſated mucus, which is beſt diſlodged by 
aloetics and cremor tartar. or by a ſolution of 
borax in the :nfuſum amarum. 

If the lacteal veſſels ſhould be impervi- 
ous, from their orifices having loſt the 
power of abſorption, being filled with the 
coagulated chyle in their ſmalleſt tubular 

vill, 
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villi, mercurials are to be preſcribed ; from 


half a grain to two grains of well- 


prepared calomel is to be taken twice or 
thrice in the week; the pilulæ mercuri- 
ales, the æthiops mineral, or cinnabar with 
camphor ; the pilula rubra, and other alte- 
ratives. But even theſe preparations muſt be 
cautiouſly adminiſtered to nervous patients ; 
becauſe metallic ſubſtances. of all ſorts fre- 
quently produce tremors, and debility of the 
nervous powers, 

If the mouths of the lacteals ſhould be 
impervious from relaxation, or an atonia, 
chalybeates, vitriolic acids, bark, and volatile 
ſalts are uſeful, in conjunction, occaſionally, 


with mercurials, chiefly uſed as alterants. 


The it of the preceding cauſes, in which 
an adhering inſpiſſated mucus is ip) 


is common to the corpulent. 


The ſecond, where the chyle coagulates in 
the tubes, is common to the pale, languid, 
and debilitated, in whom the arterial actions 
are diminiſhed, or to the groſſer habits, 
when the oleaginous particles of chyle ſuper- 


abound. 


The 
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The bird is owing to cauſes ſimilar to the 
foregoing, and the cure ſhould be attempted 
by the ſame means. 

The fourth cauſe of nutritious chyle not en« 
tering the lacteals, is its bad quality from va- 
rious improper mixtures, and a contraction of 
the mouths of the tubuli on the inteſtinal ſur- 
face. | 

This laſt caſe is more difficult to remove 
than the others, as it requires a better digeſ- 
tion in the ſtomach, a more pure chy le in the 
duodenum and ſmall inteſtines, and a removal 
of the ſtricture of the veſſels, without which 
the neceſſary . Nun be readily my 
formed. 

This is commonly attendant'on patients of 
a ſlender habit, tenſe, rigid fibres, exquiſite 
ſenſibility, and violent paſſions. The cure of 
ſuch can ſeldom: be obtained, becauſe every 
ſudden and momentary emotion of the mind 
will counteract many monzhs labor of the moſt 
profound medical {kill, Antiſpaſmodics, de- 
obſtruent alteratives, acids, or alcalines, as 
circumſtances and cauſes occur, are to be re- 
commended ; but above all other preſcrip- 
tions, tranquillity of mind. | 
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It may be obſerved, that fatneſs or leanneſs, 
ſtrength or weakneſs, ſenſibility or torpi- 
dity, do not ſo much depend on what foods 
are received into the ſtomach, as their proper 
digeſtion, abſorption, and afhmilation with 
the blood, joined with the natural ſtructure 
and form of the body. 

Lean people are frequently great eaters, 
while the corpulent often eat and drink 
little; the ſlender in body more commonly 
agitate their minds on flight occaſions than 
the corpulent ; becauſe they poſſeſs, in ge- 
neral, more ſenſibility. Digeſtion, chyli- 


fication, and ſanguification,, is eaſter com- 


pleted in the former than the latter: but 


none of thoſe offices are well performed under 


mental perturbation ; hence a vitiated nu- 
trition, Let any one who has travelled 
compare the volatile, lively, good-natured 
French, with the torpid, flow movements 
of the Dutch, and the extremes of human 
character, as to levity and ſolemn ſolidity, 
may be caſily obſerved. 

Theſe extremes in human nature, owing 
to climate, diet, or education may be ju- 
diciouſly applied to the practice of medicine 

to 


u _ 
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to very great advantage: the more torpid 
habits require the moſt powerful mercu- 
rials and antimonials ; while the irritable 
and delicate are ſometimes much hurt by 
the gentleſt remedies of the mineral claſs . 

4. As the bile is always more or leſs vi- 
tiated in nervous, hyſteric patients, it be- 
comes abſolutely neceſſary to examine the 
feces or excrements. 

If the, evacuated feces be blackiſh, it 
demonſtrates that the bile has been ill ſecret- 
ed in the liver, retained too long in the 
_ gall bladder, or in the duodenum; by which 
it often loſes the neceſſary qualities for atte- 
nuating or mixing the chyle, and its ſtimu- 
lus 'on the ſurface of the alimentary canal,

The blackiſh bile very probably generates 
a great quantity of mephitic air; for no 
human fluid ſo ſoon putrifies as the bile: 
an injurious air is extricated from human 
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ſubſtances verging to a ſtate of putrefac« 
tion, in great quantities, as may be ob- 
ſerved in the tympanites from viſceral pu- 
tridity ; and the bile particularly haſtens 
the corruption of all the human fluids in 
the ye/low malignant fever of the Weſt 
Indies, ending quickly in death; to many 
inſtances of which I have been a ſpecta- 
tor, without the power of affording relief, in 
the advanced ſtages of the diſorder . 

It muſt, then, plainly appear, 1. That 
healthy chyle cannot be expected when the 
bile is ill ſecreted, and vitiated blood is 
ſent to the /zver from diſeaſed viſcera. 

2. From the bile being long retained in the 
gall bladder. 

3. From the conveyance of an impure bile 
through the hepatic duct, ſo that the mixed 
bile in the dudus communis cholidochus does 
not enter the duodenum in a fit ſtate for pro- 
ducing thoſe proper mixtures; not only dedi- 
cated to carry freſh nouriſhment to the body, 
but to n the fecal parts of the aliments

The en of the vitiated bile in- 


cludes not only a removal of obſtruction 


in the liver itſelf; but likewiſe of infarc- 
tions, congeſtions, obſtructions, and retarded 
circulation of the blood veſſels, and of all 


the abdominal viſcera, which ſend their blood 


into the vena porta. 

To effect ſuch important purpoſes, * 
conditions of great magnitude and difficulty 
preſent themſelves. 

1. The removal of ſcirrhoſity, ee | 
or obſtruction in the liver or ſpleen, and their 
dependant veſſels. | 

2. The acquiring a free, eaſy circulation in 
the lymphatic, arterial, and venal ſyſtems of, 


the viſcera, and all their lymphatic glands, 


whether of the meſentery or other parts. 

3- The changing the vitiated, acrimonious 
blood to a pure ſalutary ſtate. 

The accompliſhing theſe grand objects 
may lay the foundation for a radical cure 
of hyſteric and nervous complaints: but 


doing leſs is only a palliation of the mi- 


ſerable ſymptoms. 


If 
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If the powers of nature be net too much 
debilitated to co-operate with judicious me- 
dicine, ſucceſs may crown medical endea- 
vours: but if the remedies moſt effectual can- 
not be adminiſtered from contra-indications, 
the cure will be very doubtful, and ſome- 
times impoſlible : ed nil deſperandum, omnia 
tentanda, with the utmoſt circumſpection. 

The removal of infarctions and ſcirrhoſity 
in the viſcera can alone be expected by me- 
tallic preparations uſed as alteratives. In li- 
ver ſcirrhoſities of hot climates, mercurials 
uſed as unguents, or preſcribed internally, 
have cured the complaint. Nervous, irrita- 
ble, and hyſteric patients, however, very 
ſeldom can bear mercury alone in the modes 
uſually preſcribed ; the doſes are generally too 
large, and tremors, with other complaints, 
are the conſequence of their uſe, 

Though mercurials given in the large doſes, 
formerly too much in vogue, may have pro- 
duced miſchief ; yet it does not follow, that 
very ſmall portions, as alteratives, repeated 
at proper diſtances, or combined with ſome 
ſtomachic laxative, will be injurious ; on the 


contrary, excellent effects are produced. 
If 
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If mercurials alone be found too ſtimu- 
lating and hurtful to the ſtomach, yet when 


united with ſulphureous antimonials, their 


active, irritating particles on the ſtomach 
and inteſtines are obtunded, they become 
mild and efficacious.

phatic veſſels or glands nearer the thoracic 
duct.

The periſtaltic motion of 
the inteſtines is inverted; and its inverſion is ſeconded by 
the phyſician contrary to common ſenſe : but beſides, very few 
nervous perſons bear womiting; their ſickneſs or nauſea is 
ſymptomatic, and the forcing a quantity of blood to the head 
by the violence” of vomiting, to my own knowledge, has proved 
fatal; and yet vomits are daily ordered without any reflection 
on conſequences. 

Bleeding may in ſome inſtances be uſeful when the diſorder i is 
recent, or where plethora abounds. 

Nitre is ordered by many writers. Scatcely any very hyſte- 
rical or nervous perſon can bear nitre on the ſtomach, It is a. 
favourite medicine of mine in many caſes; but ſhould ſcarcely 
ever be preſcribed to the nervous; and, if it ſhould be adviſe. 
able in plethora, great heat, ſtrong pulſe, &c. camphor or 
volatiles ſhould, be united with it; in general, however, it 
diſagrees. 

Opiates, as laudanum, &c. are extremely improper. Ner- 
vous patients are often convulſed, or a delirium and madne/+ 
are produced by opium, when there is already an affection on 
the mind, or an irritation in the brain, There are other 
objettons. ; | 

Opium is very uſeful on many occaſions ; but it produces 
coſtiveneſs, detains the flatus or wind frequently, retards the 
circulation of the blood, and may be the cauſe of various. con- 
geſtions, from its known property of diminiſhing, not only 
the moving powers, but the ſecretions, and, in general, the 
excretions, In the Weſt Indies, T never ſaw it ſucceed in 
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ſolutions of argentum vivum in mucilage of 
gum arabic, with very ſmall [portions of ant 


nonium tartariſatum, always preſcribed as al. 
teratives, are efficacious remedies. | 


By ſuch modes of practice, ü 
lymphatic glands, diſeaſes in the meſentery, 
or other viſcera are ſometimes cured : cau- 
tion is neceſſary, to adapt ſmall doſes of mi- 
neral alteratives to the individual conſtitution, 
and to perſevere many months in their uſe. 


Tmpatience never conquered a chronic nor 


difficult diſeaſe ; and flying from one remedy 


to another with an impetuous reſtleſſneſs, 


neither demonſtrates penetration, judgment, 
nor {kill in the phyſician. . Plans of cure 
ſhould be coolly and maturely contemplated, 
and ſteadily purſued, unleſs they diſagree; 


the locked jaw, Opium, therefore, though it might calling 
ſome inſtances, and is excellent on many occaſions, yet it is ha- 
zardous. Camphor, valerian, ſnake root, or aſafœtida, are more 
ſafe and efficacious. 'The opinion that opium ſhould be givenin 
large doſes, if it irritate in ſmall, is a doctrine replete with 225 
ger: I have known it prove fatal.

3- The changing the vitiated blood to a 
more balſamic and leſs acrimonious ſtate» 
conſiſts in the removal of the foregoing, ob- 
ſtructions. Afterward, tonics, as bark, ſteel 
preparations, chalybeate waters, and whatever 
can ſtrengthen the relaxed body, will be eſpe- 
cially uſeful. 

Air, exerciſe, and drverting the ld ith 
a variety of amuſements, ſhould be ftrenu- 
ouſly recommended ; to prevent thoſe dread- 
ful apprehenſions which ariſe from bodily in-

The foregoing methods are not neceſſary 
in ſlight, recent, nor accidental caſes ; but 
in thoſe inveterate indiſpoſitions that have 
long tormented and reſiſted the common 
attempts to cure.

Theſe modes of cure are applicable to 
caſes in which general relaxation preſents it- 
ſelf; for by great debility, the ſecretory and 
excretory organs have all their powers di- 
miniſhed ; the leaſt bodily or mental efforts 
produce languor and faintneſs, and the pa- 
tients feel ſenſations, as though _ were 
Hourly expiring.

The preceding forms of preſcriptions indi- 
cate their curative intentions; which are, the 
removal of congeſtions or obſtructions; the 
mitigation of all the grievous ſymptoms, and 
invigorating the relaxed and debilitated ha- 
bit. Theſe methods, however judicious, 
will prove fruitleſs in many inſtances, unleſs 
the patients will be determined to ſuppreſs _ 
violent emotions of the mind. 0 

Hyſteric affections ariſing from various 
cauſes, as the chloroſis, fluor albus, a reten- 
tion or immoderate flow of the menſes, or 
other diſeaſes, or paſſions of the mind, ſhould 
be treated according to the circumſtances of 
caſes and habits of patients. Primary cauſes 
being removed, effects of courſe will ceaſe. 


On the Diet of nervous Perſons, Sc. 


Debility, or delicacy of body, and ſuſcepti- 
bility of mind, are the principal cauſes of 
theſe 
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theſe diſorders. - The diet "moſt likely to 


ſtrengthen the weakened habit is of that 
nutritious kind, which is digeſted and aſſi- 


| milated with leaſt labor to the ſtomach, or 


inteſtines. 

Flatulency is dui by all vegetables, 
as greens, fallads, &c. and leguminous food, 
ſuch as peas, beans, &c. and many Fruits; 


theſe, in general, ſhould be ſparingly allow- 


ed, or altogether avoided. 

Animal food affords the beſt 1 ; 
therefore meats of all ſorts, eaſy of digeſtion, 
are preferable to any other aliments. Low 
diet will never ſtrengthen the debilitated ; 
but the ſtomachs and cuſtoms of individuals 
ought always to be principally conſulted. 

Gelatinous ſubſtances, as jellies of hartſ- 
horn, iſinglaſs, calves feet, &c. muſt not be 


too freely allowed, as they with difficulty 8 


paſs through the lacteal ſyſtem of nervous 


patients. Strong gravy, broths of lean meat, 


as veal, or beef tea, in ſmall quantities, 
with toaſted wheaten bread, is caſily di- 
geſted, and received into the conſtitution, 
ffords moſt nouriſhment to the body, and 

produces 


pre 
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produces a compacter coherence in the re- 
laxed ſyſtem. 

Punch, lemonade, and moſt vegetable acids, 
are improper. 

Tea ſhould be very ſparingly uſed, or ra- 
ther avoided, as it relaxes the coats of the 
weakened ſtomach. Coffee, cocoa, or cho» 
colate, are better, provided they agree. 

< Porter with ginger, or a glaſs of red port, 
are beneficial ; but all flatulent ales, ſmall 
beer, or whatever is found to generate wind, 
ſhould be ſtrictly abſtained from. 

A clear, dry air is preferable to moiſt, 
Where electricity moſt abounds, the animal 
ſpirits are moſt lively; where it is moſt di- 
miniſhed by moiſture, a phlegmatie dulneſs, 
or languid ſpirits, may be obſerved. The 
country 1s better than town air. 

Exerciſe and amuſements are efficacious 
remedies; for whatever can gently agitate 
the body, and divert the mind from the 
preſent diſtreſs, or future apprehenſions, 
will alleviate the diſmal effects of the diſorder, 

Sleep ſhould be indulged, but ſcarcely ever 
ſolicited by opiates, 

When 
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When reſtleſſneſs ariſes from indigeſtion, 
very light ſuppers are neceſſary, and a ſmall ' 
portion of ſpirit and water may be uſed to 
check fermentation. | 

All ſecretions and excretions ſhould be 


gently promoted, as the circulation of the 
blood will then be more regular. | 


The retenſion of feces, urine, or perſpira- 
tory fluids, are always productive of 1 685 
humors. 

The mind ſhould be oreſiived. as much as 
poſſible, in a ſtate of tranquillity ; very trifling 
cauſes irritate the nervous, and excite emo- 
tions not eaſily ſubdued. 

The nervous and hyſteric are accuſed of 
peeviſhneſs and i iraſcibility; but this ap- 
parent violence is ore cauſed by the miſera- 
ble ſtate and ſenſations in the body, than any 
predetermined malignity of the mind, and 
therefore merit compaſſion and indul ence. 


The melancholic ſhould be rouſed by amuſe- 


ments and proper exerciſe : the irritable and 


over- active ſhould be calmed by reſt and cool 
reflection. |

Nervous diſeaſes frequently aſſume the 
appearances of almoſt every diforder inci- 
dent to the human body; in the head and 
ſtomach, breaſt and ſides, are pains; in the 
bowels, cholicky complaints, and flatulent 
gripes; in the kidneys and bladder, acute 
affections like the gravel and ſtone; but cau- 
tion is neceſſary in their treatment. 

If nervous affections be miſtaken for acute 
inflammatory diſeaſes, and profuſe evacua- 
tions, by bleeding, purging, and cooling are 
uſed, dangerous conſequences will ſucceed to 
ſuch an imprudent practice. = 

Vomits axe often preſcribed to nervous pa- 
tients, which 1s too violent a method ; the 
nauſea, or ſickneſs, is commonly ſymptomatic, 
and no judicious phyſician would apply fo 
coarſe a remedy as vomiting to a delicate fee- 
ble conſtitution, when the ſtomach is ſe⸗ 
condarily in fault; but he would rather at- 
tempt to remove the primary cauſes by leni

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3. In thoſe complaints denominated 5:lious, 
which term ſeems of a vague and unſettled 
ſignification, vomits are univerſally preſcribed 
at random; but nothing certainly'© can be 
more improper or dangerous. | 

An accumulation of bile in the Anna, 
cauſing great ſickneſs, headach, &c. may 
be termed a bilious diſorder ; it is more known 
in hot than in. European climates, and vo- 
mits are the uſual remedy. 

The adminiſtration of vomits in ſuch caſes 
originated in the times of ignorance; but cuſ- 
tom and faſhion have ſtill erroneouſly con- 
tinued their uſe to the preſent period, not- 
withſtanding the modern knowledge in ana- 
tomy and phyſiology is directly againſt ſuch 
a practice. Innumerable other inſtances

By an over- abundance of bile irritating the 
duodenun, or from other cauſes, eſpecially 
nauſea, the bile is forced into the ſtomach by 
the inverſion of the periſtaltic motion of the 
duodenum and pylorus ; in ſhort, by thoſe parts 
forcing the bile upwards, inſtead of an 
its natural courſe downwards. 
The bile then, being forced by this in- 
verted action of the duodenum and pylorus into 
the ſtomach, cauſes nauſea, ſickneſs or vo- 
miting. If the flow of the bile upwards be 
prevented, all thoſe ſymptoms, and the ſup- 
poſed neceſlity of throwing the 6;/e off the 
ſtomach, would be unneceſſary. ; 
\ | Vomits 
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Vomits bring the 6:1e upwards into the ſto- 
mach, and cauſe an increaſe of the bilioug 
diſeaſe ; conveying the bie downwards, then, 
by gentle laxatives, is the moſt rational and 
ſafe prevention and cure for bilious accumu- 
lations in the inteſtines. Bile and other mat- 
ter is brought to the ſtomach by vomzts ; but 
ignorance ſuppoſes, what is thrown off was 
the cquſe of the irritation, whereas it is the 
mere effe of vomiting. 

Vomits certainly give temporary eaſe, but 
lay the foundation for future indiſpoſition : 


- inſtances there may be in which they. are ne- 


ceſſary, but they certainly ſhould as much as 
poſſible be avoided, for they always promote 
the aſcenſion of the bile, and cauſe a future 
neceſſity of vomiting. 

Gentle aloetics, with ſoap, or other laxa- 
tives, not only, prevent the retention of bile 
in the inteſtine, but generally exclude it 
through the inferior inteſtinal canal. 

Vomiting is violent, the laxative plan 
gentle ; neither reaſon nor experience can 


juſtify rough practices, when md methods 


can anſwer every medical intention.

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It is impoſſible to know what injuries vo- 


mits may produce, by forcing a quantity of 


blood to the rain; this has proved deſtruc- 
tive in ſome inſtances, and the ſtomach has 


been forced out of its ſeat by this violent vo- . 


miting action . 

Vomits, therefore; to all delicate, nervous; 
or bilious patients, ſhould be cautiouſly 7 
ſeribed, or generally omitted.

»A young man, named Bowles, in St. James's-treet, was 
ſeized with a violent vomiting : Mr. Gent, ſurgeon, of St. James's 
ſtreet, was called, and afterwards I was conſulted, and preſcribed 
anti-emetics and gentle ſtomachic laxatives, and motions wert 
procured. 'The patient raiſed himſelf from his bed, ſeemingly 
in good ſpirits, and had not been in an erect poſture one minute 
before he died. The young man had drank freely of ſpirits, 
opened the body in the preſence of Mr. Gent, and Mr. 
Tronſon, of Harley: ſreet, and found the ſtomach had forced it- 
ſelf into the cheſt, puſhing the lobe of the lungs on the fide it 
occupied to the ſuperior part of the cavity of the thorax. In the 
ſtomach was contained about a pint and a half of liquid of a dark- 
iſh color, but not fetid ; the remainder of the cavity of the ſto- 
mach was inflated with wind. It appeared clear to me, why the 
young man died ſuddenly in an ere& poſition ; for the ſtomach 
not deſcending into the abdomen, but laying on the diafhragn, 
reſpiration was totally impeded by the heavy preſſure of the ſto- 
mach; from hence ſyncope and death.— Here is an inſtance in 
which vomiting, without any emetic, forced the ſtomach out of 
its place, and proved fatal ſuddenly,

In the hyſteric fit approaching neareſt to 
the apoplexy, bleeding is abſolutely neceſſary 
in all patients, except the old, pallid, dropfi- 
cal, gouty, and extremely debilitated. 

The pulſe, as too lom, went, and almoſt 
anperceplible, is a fallacious guide; the lower

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the pulſe, the greater neceſſity for bleeding: 
No experienced man would depend on the 
pulſe, but be governed entirely by the other 
evident ſymptoms. The low and nearly im. 
perceptible pulſe ſhews the height of fru 
tion in the heart, veſſels of the lungs, 0 or a 
compreſſion of the cerebellum. © 
Bleeding in the occrpiral or jugular verns, or 
in the temporal artery, are moſt eligible, be- 
., cauſe they immediately empty the blood from 
the part affected, namely, the brain, and the 
turgid face, and ſecures the patient, above all 
other means, from the danger and ſudden fas 
tality of the apoplexy. Not a moment ſhould 
be loſt ; for loſs of time in bleeding i is the en 
tain loſs of life. 

Since the diſcovery of the circulation of the 
| blood, a dangerous prejudice has rau 
a ga inſt local or eleftive bleedings. | 

The chief argument againſt local bee 
is, that in the courſe of an hour or ta, let 
the blood be taken from whatever part of the 
body, the effect will be the ſame, as though 
it were taken from the vein fituated neareſt the 
diſeaſe : but many diſeaſes, according to my 
reaſoning, are too 8 to wait an hour or

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two; as roncuſions, or compreſſions on the 
brain, frafures of the ſkull, eee po- 
plexy, epilepſy, &c. &e. 

The reaſoning againſt focal vlog ap- 
pears very plauſible ; and it may be true, that 
in the courſe of two hours circulation; the 
whole habit may ſenſibly feel the loſs of one 
or two pounds of blood taken from the arm, 
or any other part. | | 

Apoplectic attacks, however, are too rude 
and /udden, to wait an hour or two for this 
gradual depletion. The blood is f6rced from 
the heart, with reſiſtleſs violence, to the head, 
through the carotids, by which all the veſſels 
in the membranes of both dura and pia mater, 
and the whole ſubſtance of the brain, are tur- 
gid and diſtended with blood. 

If the veins do not carry, with equal cele- 
rity, the blood back, thus foreed into the ar- 
teries of the brain, ſome of the ſmall capil- 
lary arteries burſt, the blood pours out, and 
death may immediately enſue. | 

In a diſorder ſo fatally rapid, and where 
death is produced by a ſudden. and over-diſ- 
tenſion of blood, would any reaſonable per- 
ſon heſitate at electing the moſt effectual and 

Aa2 immediate 
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immediate remedy, in preference to that which 
is dubious and ow in its operation? at 
The rupture of the over-charged blood veſa 
ſels in the membranes of the brain is to be 
apprehended, and death is the conſequence: 
the emptying theſe veſſels with more rapidity 
by the temporal artery, the jugular, or occipital 
veins, is the moſt rational cure. The practice 
is decided; and it has often, to my know- 
ledge, preſerved life in numerous caſes of the 
moſt dangerous apoplexy :. at all hazard, in 
deſperate caſes, blood. by a large orifice muſt 
be evacuated, if not from thoſe afore-men- 
tioned veſſels, by the veins of the arm, &e, 
Let it be acknowledged, that bleeding in 
the arm might in an hour or two, or ſooner, 
empty theſe diſtended veſſels of the brain; 
but the patient is often dead in a eu minutes; 
the diſeaſe does not wait the ſlow progreſs, 
nor tardy effects of a remote bleeding. Re- 
medies ſhould ever hold pace with the rapi- 
dity of the diſeaſe “.

* ] have every reaſon to declare, that by urging the neceſſity 

of an immediate bleeding, and breaking through medical etiquette, 

in conſultation, a lady's life of the firſt rank was ſaved ; which 

might have been loſt, had the phyſicians with myſelf retired to 

another room to conſult. This gave great offence, though the 
exigency of the caſe required the prompteſt remedy, 
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| To illuſtrate this ſubject more clearly; let 


it be ſuppoſed that a man had fallen into a 


large reſervoir of water, and was in imme- 
diate danger of being ſuffocated, or drowned. 

To ſave life, emptying the reſervoir was 
immediately neceſſary : but for this purpoſe 


two methods preſented themſelves ; the ane 


by pulling out a large plug from the reſer- 
voir itſelf; the other, by running a- mile to 
turn a cock fixed at the end of a long commu- 
nicating tube, In the former, by the ſudden 
diſcharge of the water, death is prevented ; 
in the latter, by delay it is inevitable. Which 


meaſure would common ſenſe, or humanity, 


purſue, under ſuch a.circumſtance of preſſing 
and immediate danger ? 

The communicating ſmall tube at a mile 
diſtance would in time certainly empty the 
reſervoir, but not ſoon enough to ſave a hu- 


man life; nor will emptying a blood veſſel, 


remote from the brain, rationally anſwer the 
alarming and rapid exigency of an apoplectic 
caſe, 
A much ſpeedier 9 preſents itſelf. 
A few drops of blood from the noſe in the 


phrenitty, 


/ 
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phrenitis, or delirium, has inſtantaneouſly: re- 
covered the patient's ſenſes, when cupping, 
bleeding, or leeches have proved ineffec- 
tual, Nature's laws ſhould be imitated. 

A prejudiced and unexamined opinion, 


dangerous error, and pertinacious obſtinacy, 


defend bleeding in a remote vein, or even ſo. 
lemnly forb:d the operation in moſt apoplectie 
caſes; while the practice of bleeding in the 
temporal artery, the jugular, or occipital veins, 
has anatomy, phy ſiology, pathology, ſucceſs. 
ful experience, and common ſenſe for its 
ſupport “. 

If the banks of a river were overflowing, 


and threatening devaſtation to the neighbour- 


ing country, would a prudent man loſe time 
in running to a diſtant ſluice to remove the 
danger, when a fluice is near, capable of car- 
rying off the water immediately? Or would 
any one employ a ſnail, inſtead of a fleet 
horſe, on any occaſion which required expe- 
dition? There are ſeveral caſes in phyſic that 
| | require 

* Neither the temporal artery, nor external jugulars, imme- 
diately communicate with the cerebrum and cerebellum, but 


they are neareſt, and empty immediately the diſtended veſſels of 
the face, eyes, &c. and prevent ſtagnations in the veins, 
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require a quick, penetrating diformmand and 
rapid execution, in which the tardy determi- 
nations of ſolemn dulneſs, or ſlow r. 
would moſt aſſuredly fall. 

In the ſanguineous apoplexy, during the 
firſt force of the paroxyſm, ſudden death is 
to be apprehended ; there is no other alterna- 
tive, than to bleed immediately ; ſhould an 
effuſion of blood in the brain even happen, 
ſleepy ſymptoms, cold ſweats, or ſtupor, and 
death, ſucceed : the phyſician is conſcious of 
having performed his duty, and this to every 
feeling mind is an infinite ſatisfaction. 

The principal ſymptoms which determine 
the neceſlity of bleeding are plethora, a tur- 
gency of the veſſels of the face, unica con- 


jundliva of the eyes; inflation, redneſs, or 


lividneſs of the face; difficult and ſtertorous 
reſpiration; floridity and diſtenſion of the 
veſſels in the lips; and the operation ſhould 
be performed promptly for the blood once 
coagulating in the veins, all hopes of N

About ſixteen or ſeventeen years ago, I was called to a perſon 

who appeared dead from an apoplectie ſtroke. There were two 
practitioners in the ſurgery line before I arrived, they had at. 
tempted bleeding in both arms without ſucceſs, and conſidered 
the patient as dead, or paſt all hopes of recovery. Perceiving a 
lancet in the mouth of one of the furgeons, T ſnatched ir, and 
made a large orifice in the jugular vein, againſt the united voice 
and clamor of the relations, who ſuppoſed their friend's throat 
cut; blood immediately iſſued forth, and in two or three mi- 
nutes both the veins in the arms began to bleed. During the 
loſs of two or three pounds of blood, the patient began to ſnecze, 
and faintly breathe, and, in ſhort, ſoon after recovered. This 
gentleman lodged at that time at a Mr. Shield's, ſhoemaker, in 
the middle of New Street, Covent Garden; helived _ years 
after, and, perhaps, is alive at this time. 
Another gentleman, well known in the great world, had fre- 
quent apoplectie attacks; the blood uſed to force up through the 
carotids with an amazing pulſatory violence; the face was firſt 
red, then blackiſh. I happened to be in the houſe three ſeveral 
times, and always ſaved him by taking away an immenſe quan- 
tity of blood. After the operation he dozed, and gradually the 
next day recovered, He knew very little of his dangerous fitua- 
tion, 

A ſervant who had lived formerly with this very gentleman, 

and lives with Lady W—, near my houſe, when I lived in Har- 

ley Street, had an apoplectic attack, and appeared dead. I di- 
rected Mr. Humpage to bleed <c which reſtored the man 
immediately.

Nervous people are, by the nature of the 
diſeaſe, fickle, giddy, mconſtant, diffident, and 
impatient, and often become their own ene- 
mies, by flying from {kill and ſincerity to any 
ignorant pretender of medicine. They often 
attribute their miſerable ſymptoms to the re- 
medies given. They ſhould be told the dif- 
ficulty of curing their diſeaſe, and the neceſſity 
of a ſteady adherence towhat is preſcribed; for 


they often do irreparable evil by changing 


their phyſicians. If in any part of madicine 
the proverb of ine fide nulla ſalus, can be 
applied, 
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applied, it is to the nervous. Where there is £8 
no faith, there is no cure. | 
The innumerable ſymptoms afMiding- the 
nervous and hyſteric patients ariſe chiefly 
from ſympathy. The nervous conſent of 
parts is truly wonderful, and extremely cu- 
rious; but can be demonſtrated by diſſect- 
ing for the nerves, and particularly the par 
vagum and intercoſtal, their gang/ions and 
connections. Thoſe who aſſert medicine is 
in the dark with regard to nervous diſeaſes, 
are deceived, and betray an inexcuſable ig- 
norance of the extent of the art: they are 
caſily accounted for, though their eure may 
prove difficult. There is through the whole 
human frame a ſurpriſing nervous conſent _ 
and ſympathy. Scratches in the feet, hands, 
or wriſts, I have ſeen produce, in the Weſt 
Indies, that horrid, fatal diſorder, the Jocked 
jaw. Hippocrates faid very juſtly of the 
human body, that there was one conflux, 
one conſpiration, and, that all the paris 
« conſented.” | 
Galen ſuppoſed all hyſteric complaints to 
ariſe from a retention of the /emen ; he inge- 
niouſly and plauſibly accounts for ſympathy 
B b 2 by 
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by the property of the magnet attracting iron, 
though they be not in immediate contact. 

The medical philoſophy of the ancients 
was, in general, aſſertions without proofs; 
ingenious reaſonings without demonſtrations, 
or concluſive experiments. I, who have 
waded through their maſſy volumes with un- 
remitting ardor many years, am thorougly 
convinced, if the major part of the anci- 
ents were deſtroyed, nothing would be loſt 
to the republic of letters. An inquiry into 
the ancients, and the progreſs of ſcience, 
are curious ; but the important diſcoveries 
and ocular demonſtrations of the moderns 
are infinitely more uſeful*. Neither much 
reading, claſſical learning, nor meditation, 
form the complete practical phyſician, with- 
out a happy genius to direct qudiciouſly 
the application of medicines from vegetables, 
minerals, chemicals, and a n uſe of the 
non-naturals. % ee

A dry Skin. 

If ariſing from debility in the minute arte- 
rial ſyſtem, it is beſt removed by tonics; 
if from obſtructed pores, by the retention 
of the perſpirable matter, by antimonial, 
and other diaphoretics, tepid water or dry 
vapor baths; if from the loſs of the con- 
tractile arterial powers, ſimilar to palſy, by 
volatiles, ſtimulating liniments, blifters, and 
frictions ; which laſt remedy is very uſeful in 
all caſes of impeded perſpiration. The pores 
of the ſkin are ſo minute, that a grain of ſand, 
according to Leuwenhoek's calculation, will 
cover 125,000 of the perſpiring pores. Ac- 
cording to Sanctorius, out of eight pounds 
of food, five paſs off by perſpiration: this, 
however, is very difficult to aſcertain, as 
it varies in all people, and in all climates “.

Pk iſe Sweating, or Increaſed Perſpiraton. 


Profuſe ſweating is commonly a ſign of 
great debility. It is attendant on conſump. 
tive diſeaſes and hectic fevers ; ; therefore, un- 
leſs the cauſe can be removed, which is fre. 
{DUET impoſſible, the increaſed and weaken. 
ing perſpirations cannot be checked with- 
out danger of purgings, increaſed fever, 
or difficult breathing. 

When acrimony in the perſpirable matter 
is the cauſe, cinnabarine alteratives and cor- 
rectors of the prevailing acrimony, and inſpiſ- 
{ating the blood, are uſeful. 

If from laxity of the pores, and too large 
a portion of ſerum, corroborants, abſtinence 
from weak liquids, and preparations which 
ſtrengthen the relaxed fibres, are neceſſary, 
bark, ſteel, vitriolic preparations, &c.

Wind, or Flatulency * the Stomach. 


There is always a quantity of air in the 
ſtomach and inteſtines ; but it may collect 
ſometimes in one part, ſometimes in another, 
and cauſe a painful over-diſtenſion ; this 
ſuperabundance fixing in any part, or in the 
ſtomach particularly, cauſes what | is called op- 
preſſion with wind. 

The ſtomach often attempts to force it up 
or downwards; but the termination of the 
ſophagus, or gullet, or the beginning of the 
pylorus, being contracted, wind is retained 
there ſome time, occaſioning painful hic- 
cups, ſickneſs, tremors, and convulſions. _ 

It is impoſſible to determine how far the 
ſtomach may, be diſtended by the elaſticity of 
the air. It is known, that what was detained 
in a cubical inch, may expand ſo as to fill a 
ſpace of 146 inches *.

Without adverting to eee I have

air in digeſtion ; boiled vegetables, fruits, and 
ſallads, leſs ; animal foods, unleſs in a ſtate 
of putrefaction, the leaſt of all. 

It is almoſt certain, that an immenſe 
quantity of air paſſes through the minute 
veins of the ſtomach and inteſtines; for there 
is always a great quantity tranſpiring through 
the ſkin, and air is mixed with all the human 
fluids and ſolids, and particularly reſides in 
1 ** ſtructure.

Bile in the Stomach. 


There are two ſpecies ; the one yellow, 
bitter, and very irritating; the other lived 
and blackiſh, and in a great meaſure inert, 
until it has obtained a diſpoſition to putre- 
faction. 

Theſe ſpecies are forced up from the firſt 

inteſtine by the inverted periſtaltic motion of 
the inteſtines. 

When in the ſtomach, the Wine ſpecies 
occaſions great ſickneſs, and, by conſent of 
parts, ſevere headach. | 

The cure and prevention have dab been 
explained; which conſiſt in conveying the 
offending matter through the inteſtines by

It is known to be in the ſtomach by a 
tumor, diſtenſion, hiccups ; in the ſmall in- 
teſtines, by being: ſeated moſtly in the cen. 
tre of the abdomen, and a particular hardneſs 
or tenſion. Y 

Its emiſſion from the ſtomach is called 
eructation; this is promoted by carminatives 
with tinct. rhei, &c. Theſe warm remedies 
gently ſtimulate the coats of the ſtomach, to a 
due contraction z by which the exit of wind 
is procured upwards. | 

When wind is ſeated in the ſmall. ins 
teſtines, it is to be corrected or promoted 
downwards. This is to be effected by warm 
carminative ſtimulants, with aſafœtida,  bit- 
ter ſtomachic laxatives, as , infuſions, of ſena, 
chamomile, &c. ; or carminative clyſters, &c.

Wind 
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Wind in the large Inteſtines, 


Is known by the diſtenſion and pains being 
more in the circumference of the abdomen; 
to be ſimilarly treated, as the former. 

Wind and hardened feces are eaſier evacu- 
ated from the large than the ſmall inteſtines; 
in this caſe emollient clyſters do great ſervice 


jn a ſhort time. 


Coftiveneſs. 


Coſtiveneſs is a too long retention of feces 
in the inteſtines. 

The cauſes are multiplex, which ſhould 
be conſidered before the removal can we 
effected. | 

1. Tumors, or diſeaſes of the n par- 
ticularly indurated meſenteric glands, by com- 
preſſing the inteſtinal canal, retard * free 
paſſage of the feces. 25 

This is frequently incurable; but the wo 
probable means of cure are by mineral alter- 
atives, calomel in ſmall 3 and n hag

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2. ObſAtrufted biliary ducls, which are beſt 
opened by calomel, aloetics, fal diureticus, 
ſoap, and oleagenous cathartics, or the oleum 
ricint ; almond oil, manna, and tincture of 
ſena, &c. emollient clyſters, &c. 

3. If from a ſpaſm in the ductus communi; 
cholidochus, by an over- diſtenſion of the duo- 
| denum ; by the foregoing means, and antif- 
paſmodics. 

4. Debility in the moving or michi 
powers of the inteſtines, is a cauſe of coſ- 
tiveneſs; laxatives gently ſtimulant ſhould be 
conſtantly ordered, and at intervals ſtomachic 
bracers, electuarium lenitivum, with gin- 
ger, electuarium e ſcammonio, aloetic pills, 
&c., ſhould be daily uſed until the cauſe be 
removed. . 

5. Dryneſs of the inteſtines, from obſtrugt 
ed exhaling arteries, or abſence of pancreatic 
juice; known by dry hardened lumpith feces; 
is beſt removed by caſtor oil, mutton and veal 
broths, oleagenous cathartics, and ne 
boiled. 

6. Infoiſued mucus, covering the internal 
ſurface of the inteſtinal canal, ſo diminiſhes 
irritability, as to require alcaline ſalts, ſoap,

al ſode or borax ; theſe latter, in very ſmall 
doſes, with bitter laxatives ;. as infuſions of 
ſena, with camomile and carminative ſeeds of 
aniſe, caraway, &c., to extricate the adhering 
matter. 'The alcaline remedies are to be uſed 
with caution, in ſmall doſes and well diluted ; 
leſt they abrade the villous inteſtinal coat. 
They are contra-indicated, whenever the pa- 
tient has formerly laboured under diarrhoea; 
hemorrhoids, or bleeding piles, &c. 

7. Paralyſis of the inteſtines rarely hap- 
pens, except by preparations of lead, or le 
in wines; which, by flow degrees, though 
ſmall in quantity, prove fatal. The reme- 
dies are oil and volatiles, cordials, ſtomachics, 
and irritating clyſters ; ſtomach purges, and 
afterwards invigorating tonics. 

8. The tumors and other affections of the 
womb ; the ſtone or gravel frequently cauſe 
obſtinate conſtipation : remedies ſhould be 
directed to remove theſe complaints, im con- 
junction with mild eccoprotics and emol- 
lient cathartic clyſters, daily repeated, 

9. Coftrveneſs ariſing from a ſedentary life, 
and much contemplation, as amongſt the 


ſtudious and literary, ſhould be removed by 


exerciſe 
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exerciſe of body and relaxation of mind, 
Many other cauſes might be aſſigned as pro- 
ductive of conſtipation; but . are ſuffi. 
cient for the preſent purpoſe,” ee. 
All aftringent diet and ad 4 auſtere _ 
are to be avoided: roaſted apples, prunes, or 
French Re, accelerate the FOI of 55 , 
feces. 
* Glauber and Rochelle ſalts; the ſal polychreft, 
tartarum ſolubile, and ſuch faline purgatives, 
are more effectual than any of the foregoing 
laxatives ; but they ſeldom agree with the 
ſtomachs of the nervous, old, gouty, or de- 
bilitated : in ſome inſtances, however, their -

of the liver have been the conſequence, I 
have ſeen bark and elixir of vitriol produce 
theſe effects, the war before laſt, at the 
Havannah in 1762, and other Weſt India 
iſlands. Theſe affections of the liver are 
cured by antimonials and mercurials given as 
alteratives. fl 1 
The bile may be forced into the inteſtine 
by an over-diſtenſion of the ſtomach, either 
from wind, or too,great a quantity of food: 
this latter proves ſalutary, for it promotes a 
temporary purging, and removes the effects 

of over-repletion. . 
When the bile is increaſed by paſſions of 
the mind, which is no unuſual concomitant 
of anger, or violence of temper, ſerenity of 
mind muſt be carneſtly recommended. Per- 
ſons who poſſeſs the beſt and moſt noble ſen- 
timents are often too irritable, they expect 
more integrity than the world poſſeſſes: but 
if their perturbations of mind ariſe from hu- 
man villany, vices, or errors, no reformation 
will be produced by rage or angry paſſions. 
Thoſe who are capable of infamy, ſeldom 
bluſh at the recital of it: the benevolent and 
worthy, 
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worthy, however, do not owe the deſtruction 


of their own health, when it can anſwer no 


important purpoſe ; it is too precious a ſacri- 


| fice. Foreſight to prevent, or calmneſs and 


acquieſcence under temporary misfortunes, 
ſhould be ſtrongly inculcated to the nervous. 


Black Excrement, or Feces. 


Theſe appear to originate in an ill- ſecreted 
bile, or its too long retenſion either in the gal 


bladder, or duodenum. 


It is inactive to a certain degree, and by not 
ſtimulating the inteſtines from its deftitution 
of purgative qualities, coſtiveneſs is produced; 
its long retention is followed by a tendency to 
putrefaction; for the fixed air, or aëreous 
acid being extricated, flatulency is the conſe- 


quence. 


The deſcent of this black bile ſhould be 
promoted by inctura ſacra and cremor tartar, 
or any acid laxatives; its ſtagnation in the 
inteſtines ſhould always be prevented, as it 
may aſſiſt in producing a vitiated chyle, 
and a bad habit of body. 

| | Oranges, 
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Oranges, the ſummer acid fruits, or roaſts 
ed apples are proper, if they agree well with 
the ſtomach; theſe check the putrid tendency 
of the vitiated bile 'in the inteſtinal tube, * 
prove gently laxative. 

When the cauſe i is in the liver, ak = 
teratives are the moſt proper medicines to re- 
move obſtruction, or ſcirrhus. 

Blackiſh ſtools may likewiſe ariſe from cf. 
fuſions of blood in the ſtomach, or inteſtinal 
canal, from the exhalent arteries; or from 
chalybeate medicines ; - theſe circumſtànces 
therefore ſhould be well aſcertained W 
medicines are preſcribed. 


Pale- coloured argillaceous Excerements, 


This is a common ſymptom of the 7#erus, 
or jaundice, and happens from the want of 
bile in the inteſtinal tube. 

The cauſes are, | 

1. An obſtruction in the biliary ducts. 

2. A diſeaſe in the liver, by which the 
bile is not properly ſecreted. 

3. The bile is conveyed into the blood in- 
ſtead of the gall bladder or inteſtines,

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cauſing a yellow diffuſion in every part of 
the body. 

Gall Sade ee the biliary duds, 
are commonly known by exquiſite pain in 
the part, argillaceous or clayiſh feces, vomit-- 
ings, &c. This is to be treated by vene- 
ſection; oleagenous purgatives, and men 
emollient clyſters, warm baths, &c. 908 

If the cauſe ſhould exiſt in a diſeaſed liver, 
productive of the jaundice ; aloetics, and ca- 
lomel in ſmall doſes ;' fal diureticus; and the 
bitter infuſion, men cure * cen 
plaint. | 

Saponaceous remedies and Auen ans 
leſs efficacious than the antecedent. 

A mineral alterative courſe afterwards, 
will often prevent the return of the diſcaſeg 
as it is moſt likely to remove gradually ob- 
ſtructions in the liver, or ducts, without 
irritation. 

Acids are recommended both by practiti- 
oners and authors i in the jaundice ; but very 
erroneoully. 

The 4zle is diffuſed through the whole ha- 
bit; acids, as generally preſcribed, cannot 
follow it ; for they are neither received by the 

lymphatic 
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lymphatic ſyſtem, nof inhalent vems, unleſs 
exceedingly diluted ; conſequently. cannot 
counteract by neutraliſation, or ſolution in 
the whole body, the alcaleſcent quality of the 
yellow. coloured. fluid; but when the bile is 
in the inteſtines, acids and acid laxatives are 
very beneficial ; becauſe they more probably 
come in contact, and correct, or expel the 
offending matter. 
Boerhaave, and Van Swieten, r 
the vernal herbage. Stony concretions in 
oxen, are removed by the ſpring graſs, ef- 
pecially thoſe who have lived upon hay, &e. 
in the winter : Upon this principle, the /uccus 
gruminis is preſcribed as a powerful dee 
and deobſtruent. 


Purgings. 


Purging is a too frequent, c or inordinate 
evacuation of feces, or excrements. 

The cauſe is a ſtimulating matter, or too 
great irritability of the inteſtines, by which 
frequent contractions of the fibres are excited; 
thus all the ſecretions are more abundantly 
produced, and by the en periſtaltic mo- 


tion, 
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tion, the eontents are quickly evacuated in a 
liquid ſtate, the thinner parts not having time 
to be taken up by the abſorbent veſſels. 

The ſubſtances capable of ſtimulating the 
inteſtines, from the materia medica, are ca- 
thartics, and other acrids; various ſorts of 
foods, patticularly of the vegetable and fruit 
kind ; ſome meats, as pork and pig ; ſudden 
cold, ſuppreſſed perfpiration ; but ſome of 
theſe being accidental, and others peculiar to 
individuals, little is to be preſcribed by me- 
dicine, except abſtinence from whatever has 
produced the effect. In the hypercatharſis, 
diluents, emollients, cardiacs, anodynes are 
indicated, ö | 

Purging ſhould never be haſtily checked, 
and particularly if attended with pain ; the 
cauſe ſhould always be removed by gentle 
laxatives of rhubarb, ſaline purgatives, and 
manna, oil, &e. before either aſtringenits, ot 
opiates are adminiſtered. | 

The ſmall doſes of pecacuanba recom- 
mended for purgings, are very unpleaſant, 
and rarely neceffary ; to occaſion a continual 
nauſea, when milder methods preſent them- 

4 i ſelves, 
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ſelves, is a more violent practice than nervous 
purgings in particular require. 

Pain, though a. great enemy to * 
tranquillity, is a favorable ſymptom in purg- 
ings; its ſuppreſſion ſhould very cautiouſly 
be attempted by opium ; for mortifications 
of the inteſtines have been the conſequence: 
therefore griping pains ſhould, in general, be 


borne patiently until the irritating cauſe be 


removed. I have known many inſtances, 
where the injudicious uſe of opium and warm 
cordials, formerly recommended by Sir Jobn 
Pringle and others, has proved inconteſtibly 


- fatal; particularly in the diarrhœa of armies, : 


baren. and hot climates. 
Bile, or any other ſtimulating matter ex- 
citing frequent ſtools, muſt be evacuated or 


corrected. A ſmall quality of.viriated matter + 


can alter and change a conſiderable maſs, and 
ſoon contaminate the whole body; and ex- 
amples of which is evident from the admiſ- 
ſion of any putrid matter in diſſection, by a 
flight ſcratch, &c. 


The purgings of nervous people, how | 


are more commonly owing to laxity and ſen- 
ſibility 
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ſibility of the inteſtinal canal, than to any 
violent irritating matter, bile excepted; . 

If the purging ariſe from debility- of the 
ſtomach or inteſtines, after a doſe or two of 


rhubarb ; tonics of the gentle aſtringent kind 


are uſeful ; the julep. e creta, Hoffman's 
anodyne liquor; the pulvis terre japonicæ; 
the extractum ligni campechenſir diſſolved in 
aq. cinnam. ſimp. Confectio cardiaca, or 
in nervous pains the confectio . 
may be adminiſtered. wy 

Antifpaſmodics often remove the cholichy 
purgings of the nervous claſs by allaying 
irritability ; and theſe. remedies ſhould always 
be preferred to opiates, as aſaſœtida, cam- 
phor, and ſal c. c. in mixtures, &c,

The cauſes ak conſurnption are various; 
as ulcerated lungs, and it is then called hh! 
pulmonalis ; chronic diſorders: of the viſcera, 
or debility of the organs of digeſtion and nu- 
trition ; great evacuations from hemorrhages; 
fluor albus, obſtructed or profuſe menſes, in- 
creaſed ſaliva, or too copious perſpiration,

All theſe cauſes require a differs mods of 
treatment according to indications, violence, 
or acuteneſs of the complaint, feyer or other 
circumſtances. _ | 

A nervous tabes is a waſting of the body 
without any remarkable fever, cough, or dif- 
ficult reſpiration ; it is accompanied with, in- 
appetency, depraved digeſtion, and want of 
proper nutrition. 

The primary cauſes of the nervous atrophy, 
are violent paſſions of the mind, Iove, grief, 
&c.; frequent drinking of ardent in 
liquors, or unwholſome air. 

The cure conſiſts in calming mental vio- 
lence; the avoiding cordials, or ſpirituous 
liquors ; the removal from inſalubrious to 
a purer and more elaſtic air, and the ad- 
miniſtering remedies adapted to the particular 
or occaſional cauſes. 

If from debility or a depraved Goms 
gentle ſtomachic evacuants, tonics and bitters 
are proper.

Nervous cholic. 


Griping pains in the inteſtines ot n nervous 
patients, flying from one part to another 
without either purging or vomiting, is called 
the nervous cholic. 

The cauſe is moſt probably fixed dir, or the 
aerial acid, or inflammable air, / retained in 
the inteſtines, vellicating, or ſtimulating the 
nervous ſyſtem, expanded all over theif i inter- 6 
nal ſurface. 2 6 

The cure is ſimilar to that Ads recom 
mended for wind in the ſtomach, or in- 
teſtines. Stomachic laxatives, carminatives, 
antiſpaſmodics, and lime water, oleum aniſi, 
carui, cinnamomi, warm carminative fetid 
clyſters, and ſometimes, a light opiate 122 
be uſeful.

- Worms of different 5 have "as fn 
in the ſtomach, or inteſtines. of perſons of 
every age; but from conſtipation, are very 
common to the nervous and hyſteric. » 

They are diſtinguiſhed into the Jumbrici or 
teretes, like earth worms; 7@n:a, ſimilar to 
tape; cucurbitini, like gourd ſeed ; and of 
carides, a very minute ſpecies like maggots, 

not thicker than a ſmall pin, | 

They are generated either by different 
foods, or deſcend with vegetables, cheeſe, 
farinaceous, or leguminous foods. _ 
The lumbrici and fœænia are commonly in 
the ſtomach and ſmaller inteſtines; the af- 
carides in the larger inteſtines, and parti- 
culurly in the rectum, occaſioning itching 
and irritation. 

Tape worms have been a many yard; 
long; and it is eaſy to conceive what in- 

jury. they muſt occaſion. to the patient, by 
ſucking a large quantity of nutriment for 
their ſupport. 

Innumerahle ſymptoms accompany 1 worms; 
as pallor of the face, eyes ſunk in the orbits 

with 
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with a livid hue underneath ; gnaſhing of the 
teeth, fetor in the breath, voraciouſneſs, 
wind, indigeſtion, pricking ſenſations, un- 
eaſineſs in the ſtomach and inteſtines, hard 
ſwelled belly, hiccups, dry cough, ſtarting in 
ſleep, conyulfive and other fits; frequent 
itching and picking the noſe; abſceſſes 
and a vomiting, or purging of ſlimy pu- 
rulent pus; anxiety, feveriſh heats and 
fluſhings, faintings; the voiding worms by 
the mouth or anus but nothing ſo obviouſly 
determines their probable preſence in the in- 
teſtines, as when ſome have been perceived from 
the ſtomach, or evacuated in the excrements ; 
all other ſymptoms are equivocal, 'or doubt- 
ful. Many verminous ſymptoms are com- 
mon to the hydrocephalus internus, or watery 
head of children, the diagnoſtic ſign, how- 
ever, of which, is a dilatation of the pupils. 4 

It is aſtoniſhing how firmly worms adhere 
to the coats of the ſtomach, or inteſtines, 
much like leeches ; from whence they draw 
their nouriſhment by continual ſuction; 
which in the larger worms, when in great 
quantity, muſt prove a conſiderable loſs to the 

human

human body, by defeating the nutrition of 
the body, cauſing great waſte, languor, worm 
fevers, and many other bad conſequences ; 

often occaſioning violent cutting, piercing 
pains, and conſumption of fleſh, 

The ſmaller worms are, perhaps, ovipa- 
rous, the /umbrici are certainly viviparous; 
I have in my poſſeſſion ſpecies of theſe 
large worms, which were diſcharged at the 
time they. were caſting forth a young broad. 
Worms frequently e the coats af the 
inteſtines. 

The cure conſiſts Io diſlodging the worms 
from their holds on the villous coat of the 
inteſtines. 

It is evident that the excrements paſs 
through the inteſtines without the exclu- 
ſion of worms; and it frequently happens, 
that the moſt approved purges are inef- 
fectual: cathartics are, however, proper, 
after remedies which act on the villous 
coat, remedies which are particularly offen- 
five to the worms, as aſafœtida, whoſe ſmell 
is ſaid to force the worms from their faſten- 
ing, mercurial and martial preparations, cort, 


peru. 
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peruv., and oblige the worms to lo6ſe their 
hold. 


To cleanſe the internal ſurface of the inteſ- 
tines, and diſlodge worms from their adher- 


ence, ſolutions of alcaline ſalts, as the /a/ 


ſodæ, ſal tartar. ſal abfinth. cremor tartar. 
&c. are proper ; or borax with bitter infu- 


ſions; ſoap, aloetics and Indian pink. The 


alcaline falts ſhould not be uſed fronger 
than to excite a pungency on the tongue, left 
they abrade, and too much deſtroy the inteſti- 
nal mucus. The pulvis ſabine externally de- 
ſtroys warts, and internally is a powerful deter- 
gent and diſlodger of worms; the /em. ſan- 
tonic. &c. During the adminiſtration of ſuch 
remedies cathartics of aloes and cremor tartar; 
calomel at night, and any approved purge the 
next morning; jalap and cremor tartar. are as 
effectual as any; or the pulvis e ſena camp. with 


ſem. ſantonic. or with puluis ſabine, vin. albe- 


ticum alcalinum, &c. mercurials and aloetics ; 
or the juice of freſh ſquills, ſo diluted as not 
to excite vomiting, has an irritating detergent 
quality in diſlodging and evacuating worms. 
Garlic cut ſmall, and given in milk or juice 
of rue, are excellent and ſafe vermifuges, par- 

ticularly 
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ticularly for children. The ſuccus- graminis 
has, often, the power of diſlodging worms. 

When worms are in the rectum, aloetic 
clyſters are excellent, which may be made by 
aloes boiled in milk, &c. or with tinctura 
ſacra and decoctum commun. pro clyſtere, ſalt, 
&c. Oily remedies continued, or the o/eum 
ricini, fetid gums, ſulphureous waters, æthi- 
ops mineral, and cinnabarine preparations, 
and even the bark, frequently —_— and 
evacuate worms.

A prolapſus ani, or falling down and elon- 
gation of the rectum, and excreſcences about 
the anus, are often miſtaken for the piles by 
the females; it is neceſſary, therefore, that 
the phyſician ſhould be certain of the caſe 
before he preſcribes; or all efforts of cure 
may prove fruitleſs. 

Perſons once having piles, without great 
attention in avoiding conſtipation, and cold- 
neſs in the feet, or other occaſional cauſes, 
frequently are troubled with returns. 

The cure muſt be accommodated to the 
ſpecies of the diſeaſe, 

The veſſels being turgid, and the parts in- 
flamed, are relieved by bleeding in the arm, 

feet, 
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feet, or hæmorrhoidal veins, or by leeches 

repeatedly applied, until the inflammatory 
ſymptoms are removed by n and 
very abſtemious diet. 

7 Sitting over, or in, tepid baths of foal 
ſambuci and warm water, or any emollient 
ſoft fomentations of mucilages, milk, &c. 
aſſiſt in removing venal obſtruction, or retar- 
dation; emollient cataplaſms of farin. ſemin. 
lini, with or without aqua 3 
are very uſeful. 

Coſtiveneſs muſt in every ſpecies by pre-

Pediluvia of warm water and common falt, 

as they promote a freer circulation in the ex- 
tremities, contribute to remove the piles, 
which are known frequently to ariſe from 
cold in the legs and feet. When the violence 
of the inflammation is reſolved to a certain 
degree, the agua vegeto-mineralis joined with 


camphor, is an excellent preparation to aſſiſt 
the 
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the contraction of the veſſels, and allay irrita- 
tion. Vitriolic lotions are preſeribed for the 
ſame purpoſe. An abſtinence from all liquid 
food is particularly uſeful in preventing and 
removing the turgency of the veſſels. 
The excoriations about the rectum are re- 
moved by ſoft unguents, mucilaginous and 
oleaginous applications, preventing the con- 
tact and friction, as much as nen of the 
paſſing excrements. 

A liniment compoſed of lithirge 5j. well 
levigated, acet. com. 3ij. and ol. amygdal. 
dulc. 3xiv. is excellent after the inflamma- 
tion. The aqua vege!o-mineralis may be 8 
ſeribed as a deſiccative. 

The /anguineous or bleeding piles have been 
conſidered ſalutary in all ages, and perhaps, 
if moderate, this may be true; but they are 
certainly diſagreeable ; and, contrary to re- 
ceived opinions, IJ have known theſe hæmor- 
rhages, when profuſe, lay the foundation of 
dropſy and other grievous diſorders. | 

The bleeding piles are commonly owing 
to plenitude of the hæmorrhoidal veſſels from 
obſtructed menſes, or other ſuppreſſed excre- 
tions, and hard, retained excrements; there-

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fore a cool, moderate regimen, the promo- 
ting the ſuppreſſed excretion, whether. by 
ſtool, urine, or perſpiration, dry diet, and 
the removal of n are the princi- 
pal remedies.

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The tumor of the anus is ſometimes very 
conſiderable ; becauſe the arteries continually 
force blood to the part; but from the contrac- 
tion of the Mbintler ani, the veins cannot 
carry it back; the neck of the tumor is ſur- 
rounded as with a ligature, and the returning 
veins are intercepted and ſtrangulate. 
Gangrene and mortification have ſometimes 
been the conſequence; therefore, to prevent 
theſe direful effects, the tumor, when vio- 
lently inflamed, muſt be ſcariſied as much 
externally as poſſible, the blood evacuated, 
and the veſſels liberated from the threatening 
danger.

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Patients are in the practice of returning the

theſe ſources of ſulutiferous practice. 


T be prolapfus originating in the conſump- 
tion, diminution, or depravation of the adi- 
poſe ſubſtance ſurrounding the inteſtinum reo. 
tum, can only be cured by removing the cau- 
ſes; which are commonly great weakneſs 
from hectic or other diſeaſes; depraved di- 
geſtion, chylification, ſanguification, and nu- 
trition, cedema, anafarca, diarrhœa, dyſen- 
tery, &c. &c., which are difficult.

The 
urine had been totally ſuppreſſed 48 hours, occaſioning the moſt 
inexpreſſible pain. The cure was performed by a ſtrong ſolution

I was conſulted, and diſcovered the. cauſe to be owing to early 
pregnancy and a relaxation of the ligaments of the womb, by 
which the uterus, as it enlarged, preſſed on the neck of the bladder. 
The ucine was obliged to be drawn off carefully with a catheter, 
which I performed repeatedly, and ordered bark and other to- 
nics, which ſoon removed the cauſe. In the latter months of 
pregnancy this rarely happens, becauſe the uterus riſes, 
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This e may likewiſe ariſe from an 
ee action in the renal veſſels, by which 
an immoderate quantity of urine, acid in 
quality, is poured forth into the weakened 
bladder unable to contain its contents: -this 
happens from a ſuppreſſion of night ſweats in 
hectic complaints, and muſt be treated ag 
cording to circumſtances. 

If the involuntary diſcharge of urine * 
from a paralyſis of the muſcular coat of the 
bladder, it is rarely cured; but ſhould be at- 
tempted by tonics, volatiles, cold bath, elee-

Pains in the Uterus or Womb, , 


Many are the cauſes of pains in the uterus; 
which require penetration in the phyſician to 
diſcover ; for they are frequently miſtaken 
for cholics, gravel, ftone, &c., and of courſe 
treated 'very improperly.

Uterine pains are idiopathic or ſymptomas 
tic, and may be owing to either diſeaſes of

mation, tumor, ulcer, excoriation of the os 
uteri from a ſcratch, inverſion, moles, diſten- 
ſions or collections of air, ſerum, blood, ſtony 
concretions, hernia, excreſcences, ſcirrhi, can- 
cer, tumors of the ovaria, Fallopian tubes,

The pains of the uterus are ſituated very low 
in the pelvis, between the bladder and rectum, 
and always imitate more or leſs thoſe of la- 
bor, or difficulty in menſtruation: by the 
ſympathy of the nervous ſyſtem, however, 
they ſometimes extend their influence to the 
ſtomach, occaſioning nauſea, vomiting, &c. 


Pains from Efforts to menſtruate, 


Pains happening in the uterus, at, or near 
the monthly period, are owing to the os lincæ 
reſiſting the natural efforts of menſtruation. 
Theſe pains ſhould not be mitigated by opi-

Pains from contrattions of the Uterus to force

The pains from this cauſe are ſometimes 
almoſt equal to thoſe in child- bearing. 

The. pulvis e myrrha compoſitus and cams 
phorated julep, ſpiritus nitri dulcis, or any 
other gently ſtimulating uterine remedy, and 
warm drinks, are proper to aſliſt the expul- 
ſion of the offending cauſe. 

If the pains be very violent, redete muſt 
be had to opiates joined with uterine reme- 
dies, if no contra-indication forbid their uſe. 

Warm emollient injections to the vagina, 
and carminative clyſters, greatly contribute to 
alleyiate the ſymptoms, and promote the ex-

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pulſion of the coagula; but ſometimes they 
require an o5/tetric extraction. 

Various accumulations after death have 
been found in the uterus, which have 
weighed 100, or 80 pounds weight. I have 
one in my poſſeſſion filled with a ſolid maſs 
the colour of the brain, one ovarium extremely 
hard, the other filled with lymph. This ex- 
traordinary caſe will be publiſhed, with other 
curious diſſections“ꝰ.

Pains of the anterior part of the high | 
are of leſs conſequence than in the poſterior; „ | 
becauſe the cerebrum occupies the former, 
the cerebellum the latter: irritations or com- 
preſſion of the cerebrum produce. delirium, 
convulſions, &c. ; but of the cerebellum di.

If continual pain affect the forepart of al 
head from plenitude, ariſing from obſtructed 
menſtruation, meditation, or ſtrong paſſions 
of the mind; venæſection, cathartics, and 
uterine remedies are eligible. 

Depletion, however, will -not avail, if the 
patient be ſuffered to drink large draughts of 
diluting liquors, which is a-ſtriking abſurdity, 
though the moſt common practice in the 
treatment of plethora *. A drier regimen in 
plenitude ſhould be, therefore, inſtituted. 


For a more ſatisfactory demonſtration and refutation of the 
abſurd practice of ordering dilvents where fullneſs abounds, or 
emptying and filling in the ſame moment, the treatiſe on Inflamma- 
tions, and all other diſcaſes of the Eyes, Eylids, &c. may be con- 
ſulted.

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The fumes of vinegar and embrocations, 
are beneficial in promoting a diaphoreſis in 
pains of the head, and they have a vivifying 
nervine quality. Volatile friftions, ther, 
naphtha of nitre, Pea de luce, ſmelling 
ſalts, &c. are all uſeful in ee wre 08 not 
in eradicating, the pain. 
If the pain in the head ariſe from m0 
irritating the membranes, whether venereal, 
rheumatic, gouty, or ſcorbutic, &c. the reme- 
dies proper for theſe complaints are to be 
preſcribed; as mercurials, antimonials, or 
cinnabarine and other alteratives; veſicato- 
ries, cupping on the neck, pediluvia of 
ſalt and water, or a foot-bath compoſed of 
51j. pt. ſalis marin. and three or four gallons 
of water, to be uſed for half an hour or 
more, previous to reſt at night; which is ex- 
cellent in all gouty or rheumatic attacks.

than the veins can return. 5 
The veſſels of the dura and pia mater, the 
cerebrum and cerebellum, in all their vamos 
foldings, become diſtended. ie 
Diſtenſions enlarge the whole medullary 
and cortical ſubſtance of the brain, this 
being compreſſed on all ſides by the ſkull, 
the brain ſeems too large to be ae in 
its bony cavity. | 
The ſenſation of the brain vn too Lu 
for 
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for the ſkull; is common to the deeply ſtudi- 
ous, ſedentary, penſive, and nervous. 
The ſinuſes of the dura mater, though ex- 
tremely well calculated to prevent ruptures 
of the veſſels in the brain, yet are only * 


ble of receiving a certain portion of blood. 


If the ſuper-abundant blood ſhould not 
paſs freely through the internal jugulars 
and occipital veins, accumulations muſt ne- 
ceſſarily happen in the brain, whoſe veſſels, 
once over- diſtended, may be liable, from 
future and ſimilar cauſes, to a continued 
ſtate of turgency. 

Veſſels once diſtended, may become ſo 
relaxed afterwards, that their coats may 
not be able to reſiſt the impelled fluid; 
relaxation is the conſequence, and a future 
aptneſs to continue the increaſe of their 
diameters, as may be ſeen in habitual or 
chronic ophthalmia, or inflamed eyes. | 

This turgency, according to its magnitude, 
may more or leſs occaſion ſymptoms of acute 
or dull pain, depreſſion -of ſpirits, languor, 
low pulſe, faintings, apoplexy or palſy, &c. ; 
tor the nervous powers ill ſupplied, or ob- 
tunded in the brain, muſt neceſſarily diminiſh 

the 
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the vital powers of the heart and arteries, 
and all parts of the body ſuffer in 
tion as theſe are affected #. 

From the antecedent obſervations, oy: on 
reflecting that diſſections after the death of 
perſons long afflicted either with headach, 
or infanity, demonſtrate a turgency of 
veſſels, particularly in the pia mater; a more 
rational mode of cure may be eſtabliſhed, 
than has been hitherto invented.

* Among many abſurdities, the pretended diſcovery of the 
gervous fluid, as a ſubſtance capable of ocular demonſtration, 
is one of the greateſt. Ihe nervous influence is known moſtly 
by its effects; the true cauſes are too ſubtile, and perhaps 
will ever be hid, and inviſible to human diſcernment. I have 
injected arteries formerly, of ſeveral ſubjects, with a very 
fine, . penetrating, minute injection, and have carried my in- 
jection ſo far as to tinze the nerves all through with the 
colored tincture. By a microſcope thouſands of fine arteries 
are ſeen all through the ſubſtance of nerves; where there 
be arteries, veins commonly accompanied them, and I;mphatics; 
if this be allowed, which appears very rational, nerves will 
ſeem almoſt entirely compoſed of arteries, veins, and lym- 
phatics.

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Not only diſtenfion of the veſſels; but 
an acrimonious ſtate of the blood from the 
perverſion of digeſtion, conjointly with re- 
laxation and debility, cauſe pains in the 
head of nervous perſons. 

In all ſudden violent pains of the head, 
joined with a depreſſed ' and flow pulſe, 
bleeding in the jugular, arm, or cupping 
in the neck, and extracting blood, are proper; 
unleſs contra-indicated by ſome momentous 
cauſe, as dropſy, &c. in which caſe depletion 
by a ſmart hydragogue purge may be eli- 
gible. 

The veſſels are turgid indubitably with 
fluids: diminiſh thoſe fluids, and the tur- 
gency cannot poſſibly continue. Neither 
bleeding nor purging can effect ſuch a ra- 
tional purpoſe, except pro tempore, if patients 
be indulged in their uſual quantity of li- 
quids ; or, what is ſtill worſe, if diluting 
liquors be recommended. 

Plenitude or fulneſs of veſſels from redun- 
dancy of liquids, and increaſed arterial action, 
are allowed to be the principal cauſes of in- 
flammation, or diſtenſion of veſſels ; evacu-

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ations of bleeding, vomiting, purging, are di- 
rected ; then, diluting, as it is called, or 
rather filling again, in the ſame breath, 
How inconſiſtent | how incongruous ! The 
blood is ſuppoſed capable of dilution by 
aqueous liquids; but a number of facts, 
drawn from experiments, in many diſorders, 
prove the contrary. | | 

Neither in a turgency, nor overfulneſs 
of veſſels from an inflammatory diatheſis, 
nor from relaxation of the vaſcular coats, 
ſhould diluting or over large quantities of 
drinks be admitted; but in as moderate 
portions as poſſible to ſuſtain the patient: 
the leſs the patients drink, the ſooner the 
diſorder will be cured. 

Bleeding patients repeatedly, while an 2#- 
flammatory buff, as it is called, appears, 
and the ſtarvation ſchemes indiſcriminately 
applied in various chronic diſorders and 
hectic fevers,” are to the full as contrary 
to ſound reaſoning, as the diluting projects. 

Buffy blood will always appear in chronic 
rheumatiſm and gout ; where no true inflam- 
mation exiſts, and where repeated bleedings 
would be attended with danger,

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You may attempt to dilute the blood of 
pulmonic, hectic, gouty, chronic, rheumatic 
patients to eternity, were it poſſible : b/eed 
daily, and allow nothing but vegetable diet; 
the blood drawn from the majority ſtill ap- 


; pears fizy or buffy: a dropſy or incurable 


debility, and diſeaſed viſcera, may be the 
conſequence of ſuch ill=projected practices; 
but no cure of the diſorders. The pre- 
ceding truths have been admitted by many 
learned phyſicians ; who have been too timid, 
or indolent, to aſſiſt in ſtemming the torrent 
of ſuch ill-founded prejudices *. | 
Evacuation by bleeding or purging, there- 
fore, ſhould always be accompanied with 
much more abſtinence from humid ford, than 
is generally practiſed; by which means the 
ends of depletion may be obtained ; or other- 
wiſe it will be, in a great meaſure, fruſ- 
trated, and the dilatation of the veſſels 

will continue, 
The moſt effectual tonzcs have their powers 
diminiſhed by large portions of tea, which

* The treatiſe on the regular, irregalar, atonic, and flying 
gout, explains much on theſe ſubjects, 
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act as a fomentation on the already relaxed 
coats of the ſtomach and inteſtines ; to admit 
then ſuch watry regimen is counteracting 
the very intentions for which &bracers are 
preſcribed. 

Fomentations and warm baths are ap- 
plied externally to relax rigid fibres, re- 
ſolve impacted humors, and ſoften hard 
tumors, and indeed judiciouſly by ſurgeons ; 
but any one would be conſidered as de- 
void of reaſon, who preſcribed relaxers and 
aſtringents in the ſame caſe, and in the 
ſame moment. 

In the nervous headach, when evacuations 
firſt, and bracers afterwards are indicated, a 
dry diet ſhould be uniformly and ſtrictly ob- 
ſexved : by theſe methods the relaxed veſ- 
ſels and fibres of the body will grow more 
firm, and their particles be rendered more 
cloſe and compact. 

Pain in the poſterior part of the head may 
originate from an effuſion of ſerum in the 
ventricles of the brain, by which the pupils 
of the eyes become dilated, and ſometimes 


I | im- 
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immoveable: this is rarely cured *. Cauſtics 
or ſetons, however, behind the head, may 
give relief in ſome inveterate caſes. I have 
diſcovered, that the ventricles of the brain 
all communicate, by many diſſections made 
at the St. Mary-le-bone Infirmary. 

Acrimonies muſt be alſo conſidered, and 
whatever is irritating ought to be corrected, 
or evacuated. 


Remitting Pains in the Head. 


Remitting pains in the head often accom- 
pany ſlight nervous fevers; in which caſe 
the fever ought to be primarily conſidered 
and removed, by antimonial diaphoretics 
without diluents, volatile faline draughts, 


and afterward, the exacerbation 1s to be 


prevented by bark, and acid elixir of vi- 
triol, &c. during the remiſſion. 

When the remitting headach is attended 
with a ſlight fever, and ariſing from diſ- 
eaſed viſcera, the cinnabarine alteratives and 


pubvis radicis valeriane ſhould be joined with 
the 


* See the reaſoning and treatment of inflamed eyes, in the 
treatiſe on 118 diſeaſes of the eyes, eyelids, &c. 
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the antimonial diaphoretic, or ſaline draught. 
The powder of bark and valerian has, in 
the ſlight fevers 'arifing from perturbation 
of mind and relaxation, produced excellent 
effects. 

Tonics, exerciſe, 'and amuſements will be 
always beneficial. 


Intermittent Headach. 


The intermittent pain in the head attacks 
various parts ; but more frequently the frontal 
ſinus immediately near the eyebrow. 

The pain is acute, tears often involuntarily 
flow, and a ſtrong light is troubleſome ; de- 
jection of ſpirits, and ſometimes nauſea from 
conſent of parts, are the vexatious attendants 
of this complaint. The pain commences - 
periodically every day, or every fecond or 
third, in the manner of an intermittent fever, 
but without its regular ſtages ; for the head- 
ach begins without cold ſhivering, continues 
without the dry tongue or febrile hear, and 
terminates without increaſed perſpiration or 
ſweat. 


This 


lis 
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This pain, when fixed in a ſmall and 
any particular part of the head, was im- 
properly called the clavus hyſtericus; in ge- 
neral, the part it occupies may be covered 
with the point of a finger. 

The clavus hyſtericus, as it hath been call- 
ed, of the intermittent kind, has been little 
unde iſtood and worſe treated; for vomits, bliſ- 
ters, ſweating, purges, cuppings, leeches, and 
bleeding, have been preſcribed ; all which 
remedies are injudicious, unneceſſary, and 
unſucceſsful. 

The one ſymptom, of ONO intermiſſion 
of the pain, points out the type of the diſeaſe, 
and to what claſs it belongs. 

The cauſes of this intermittent pain ap- 
pears to be from relaxation, or from a 
ſharp irritating ſtimulus, and vaſcular diſ- 
tenſion of a part of the frontal, temporal, 
or occipital muſcles, or ſome of their apo- 
neuroſes; but if internally, the dura mater 
itſelf may be affected“. The perigſteum, 

like-

| tion; when he aſſerted the dura mater to be inſenſible. Diſ- 


{ions after death, made by myſelf, have demonſtrated cpa 
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likewiſe, may be. diſeaſed in a ſimilar 
manner, which every practitioner of ex- 
perience knows to be irritable and capable 
of acute pain, exempli gratia, in old vene- 
real attacks, particularly of the mnofturnal 
ſpecies, . 
The cure of the intermittent headach 
ſhould be conducted by the methods the 
intermittent fevers are cured ; but there is 
a ſtrong objection to vomiting in diſorders 
of the head: indeed I am thoroughly con- 
vinced ſuch a rough practice is quite un- 
neceſſary in every fpecies of intermittent 


fever, or what is called vulgarly the ague. 


If milder methods than vomiting can be 
ſubſtituted, and the cure with equal cer. 
tainty be performed, they ought to be adopted 


by every candid, unprejudiced, and humane 


phyſician. | 
The ſucceeding methods have cured inter- 
mittents in ſeveral thouſands of inſtances, 


and in many, when all the uſual preſcrip- 
tions 


of this membrane, which during life cauſed the moſt exqui- 
ſite pain, The great Haller's experiments and reaſoning on 
this ſubject are by no means concluſive to inquiſitive minds, 
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tions have failed, though repeated many 
months. , 

Inſtead of vomiting, the firſt remedy 
preſcribed is a ſtomachie purgative to clear 
the ſtomach and inteſtines, - This may be 
compoſed of rhubarb and ginger, tinctura 
ſacra, vinum aloeticum diluted, or infuſion 
and tincture of ſena. All ſaline purgatives 
are improper. Afterward, every other night, 
to prevent coſtiveneſs, or remove viſceral ob- 


ſtruction,

A dry diet is neceſſary; for W n is a 
principal cauſe of the ague ; if tea be uſed, 
one ſmall diſh morning and evening will be 
ſufficient ; meat may be eaten, and grated 
ginger may be always added to malt liquors. 
This mode of diet in autumn and winter 
would greatly prevent the ague. 

If bark, however, be added to the mix- 
ture, which might render it more powerful,

Intermittent inflammations of the eye are 
more common than is imagined, and are 
rendered worſe by bleeding, purging, bliſter- 
ing, applying cauſtics or iſſues, poultices, &c.; 
theſe ſhould be cured by bark, tonics, and 
dry diet *. 

The intermittent 3 in relaxed ner- 
vous habits ſhould be cured in a ſimilar man- 
ner; in ſhort, all intermittent complaints 
whatever, when ariſing from laxity of ſolids, 
depravations of the fluids, and nervous de- 
bility. There are, however, few nervous 
caſes that require the vitriolum album; bark, 
confectio cardiaca, and volatile ſalts; or 
elixir of vitriol joined with bark and ſome 
aromatic, as the ſpecies aromaticæ, &c. com- 
monly ſucceed +.

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The ſubject of intermittents ſhould not 
be quitted without animadverſions on a few 
prejudices that have prevailed. 

1. It is ſaid, that the intermittent fever is 
often a cure for ſome other diſorder, and 
therefore ſhould not be haſtily cured. 

2. That intermittent complaints ſhould be 
ſuffered to continue a limited time before the 
bark be adminiſtered. 

3. That bark is the ſpecific 56 certain 
cure for the ague or intermittent fevers. 

4. When bark purges, it ſhould be joined 
with opium. 

5. That vomits ſhould always be given 
ſome little time before the paroxyſm or fit, 
or in ſhort, it-is always the firſt remedy pre- 
ſcribed in the ague, and even moſt other 
fevers.

I have ſeen the poor in the 
hoſpitals of Turin, Genoa, Florence, Rome, Naples, Venice, and 
different parts of France as well as Italy, bled in the ague repeat- 
edly, and even in purrid remitting fevers. No arguments I could

Men acquire a profeſſor's chair, 8 before #3 have 
written many preſcriptions, before they have had opportunities 
for great practice and experience; in which caſe all the know- 
ledge they iſſue is dependant on the caprices, opinions, or per- 
haps, fallacies of their predeceſſors, whom they follow for ever, 
with implicit obedience, without uſing their own reaſoning fa- 
culties. Men are not capable of teaching, who are not well taught 
and experienced themſelves; and no man can well comprehend 
medicine, by either hearing lectures, or much reading; but by 
long practical experience and obſervations made by himſelf, on 
the force of diſeaſes, and power of medicine. Tuition frequently 
taints the fancy with numerous prejudices, and a deleterious in- 
toxication ; but a multitude of experience in practice ſobers the 
mind again. Trifling medicines would never be preſcribed in im- 
portant caſes, nor powerful remedies in trivial diſeaſes, where 
knowledge is obtained by experiments and obſervation. Men fit 
down too often with an indolent fatisfaction that they compre- 
hend the extent of the art, when they are in the infancy of their 
ſtudies.

The liver or ſpleen being diſeaſed, or the 
bile ducts obſtructed, are the principal impe- 
diments in curing the intermittent fever, or 
ague; therefore removing thoſe impediments 
by aloetic pills with calomel, or ſoap with 
any aloetic, or by ſal diureticus, &c. are me- 
thods commonly crowned with ſucceſs. I 
have always attempted in agues, and, indeed. 
all intermittent complaints, the prevention 
or 
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or removal of viſceral or inteſtinal obſtruction, 
by giving alterna quaque - nofte, while the 
bark or other tonics were adminiſtered, half 
a grain of calomel, and from three to ſix 
grains of the pilula Ruf, and this 1795 : 
without ſucceſs. 

When the fit of the ague may be pen, 
a few grains of James's powder, or from the

When the ſtupor is recent or 
accidental from the uſe of opiates or narco- 
tics, it is eaſier cured by an abſtinence from 
thoſe medicines, than in caſes ariſing from an 
impaired mind, apoplexy, or palſy ; for theſe 
latter, in progreſs of time, end fatally, with 
or without convulſions, lethargy,” cc.

A ſharp acrimonious blood, joined Vith 
exquiſite ſenſibility of mind, will greatly 
conduce to the production of feelings dif- 
treſsful w the poſſeſſor ; light accidents are 
magnified into the greateſt misfortunes ; the 

ſoul 
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Fon! perceives every thing through a cloud, 
and no balmy rays of, comfort are admiſſible 
to ſuch afflicted beings. The changes per- 
ceived by the mind, acting on a diſeaſed or 
vigorous body, are ſurpriſing : all our acute 
feelings, joy, grief, &c. are very much de- 
pendant on the ſtate of the body: are we not 
light and volatile in health and clear weather? 
Are we not dull and depreſſed by debility 
and moiſt rainy ſeaſons? Compare ſmiling 
May with ſpirit-finking November. 

A mind agitated and thrown into violent 
paſſions from little cauſes, indicates a de- 
praved ſharp ſtate of the blood, and great 
ſenſibility in the nervous ſyſtem.

Nervous patients ſhould, therefore, under 


theſe circumſtances, never condemn medi- 
cine as defective in not being able to eradi- 
cate, or counteract the natural or acquired 
propenſities of the human mind, long grown 
inconquerable by too much indulgence, or by 
long diſeaſe. 
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Changing the ſtate of blood, however: by 
mild alteratives, has very much contributed to 
the cure of what is known by the name of 
bad unhappy tempers; for the blood being 
rendered more balſamic and healthful by the 
removal of acrimony, the ſenſations of body 
and mind become more pleaſant, and ibu 
mor, with all its aggravating e date, | 
gradually diſſipated. 15 

Miſerable feelings at the e of 
others, or envy, with all its poiſonous ma- 
lignity, are certainly more owing to a' bad

ſervations, will be moſt capable of preſcribing 
for the diverſities of human nature, 
Education, ſocial life, and polite company, 
will reſtrain or correct a natural vitiated diſ- 
poſition, but not entirely eradicate the ſeeds

Lavater has diſtinguiſhed himſelf as a 
moſt exquiſite phyſiognomiſt; but phyſicians 
may carry the ſubject much farther ; for they 
may diſcover many - cauſes of human cha- 
racter in the ſtate of the blood, form of body, 
and mental propenſity, independent of ori- 
ginal tranſmiſſion of conſtitution from pa- 
rents; or what is attained by education, ex- 
ample, precepts, cuſtoms, and different . cli 
mates: theſe are ſubjects little attended to; 
but the field is immenſe for deep ſpeculation 
and curative utility, and well merits the ſeri- 
ous confideration of every ſcientific phyſician, 

The ancients conſidered, what they called 
. temperaments, or various differences of conſti- 
tutions; but they failed in demonſtrations 
on theſe ſubjects; therefore experimental

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philoſophy, chemiſtry, mathematics; ' me- 


chanics, hydroſtatics, pneumatics, &. have 
been, at times, prematurely forced into the 
medical art, in order to i medicine to ſome 
more permanent flandard for practice. Va- 
rious inquiries of this. nature have occupied 
the attentions of the moderns, but the doc- 
trines of temperaments have been nearly ne- 


glected. It is hoped, various temperaments and 


conſtitutions, which indubitably exiſt in na- 
ture, will be more accurately ſcrutinized; 
for the great lights of the circulation; the 
known differences of arterial and venal blood; 


the diſcoveries made in the lymphatic ſyſtem, 


the chemical analyſes and other modes of 
aſcertaining the component principles of 
blood and other fluids of different habits ; the 
diſcoveries and experiments on the nerves ; 
electricity, air, fire, water, earths, &c. &c. 
all tend to cure the medical mind of former 
prejudices. Though attempts to explain the 
deep cauſes of human character may be new 
and difficult, yet if they be purſued with vi- 
gor and energy, the whole art of medicine 
will be rendered more certain; for it would

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be applied more aptly to the individual oon. 
ſtitution of mutable natur.“ 
Ihe effects of love, grief, deſpair, envy, 
hilarity, deep meditation on one ſubject, in 

ſhort, of all the human paſſions and ſenti- 
ments, will hereafter be conſidered in a man- 
ner not hitherto attempted; which may tend 
more ſatis factorily to elucidate nervous and

In the Iphigenia of Euripides 
is this paſſage: If any one flain his hand by murder, if any one 
toucha cadaver or woman immediately after parturition, the gods 
diſcharge him from their altars as impious and profant. | 

Many paſſages in the Bible prove the great averſion the Jes 
had for touching dead bodies; the ſame opinion prevailed in ge- 
neral with all the eaſtern nations, and in the hot countries, Where 
dead bodies ſoon fall into putridity. 

The good effect of the liberty of diſſections, immediately pro- 
duced a conſiderable change in medicine; for above all things, 
anatomical demonſtrations purge the mind of hypotheſes, falla- 
cies, and imaginary couceits. All the anatomical knowledge 


of the ancients was chiefly owing to the induſtry of Eraſiſtratus 
and 
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PIE. THI Some. think every night that they 


ſhall not live to ſee morning; others are con- 
tinually anxious for their children, friends, 
or on whatſoever occupies their affections ; 
a religious and pious. deſpondency ſeize 
ſome; others have imagined themſelves 
dead, and have directed their funeral : 

ſhort, the innumerable variety of falſe images 
theſe nervous patients ſuffer and expreſs, ap- 
pear little ſnort of inſanity ;| and they hap-

The ſciences cannot be well promoted, except by the genes 
ſity of princes; but how few have encouraged the uſeful art of 
medicine? How many ages were they ſuffered to languiſh with- 
out any protector? Louis XIV. muſt ever be revered for his va- 
rious inſtitutions at Paris, of which any induſtrious ſtudent may 
partake without fee or reward. How much more grandeur of 
ſentiment and philanthropy appear in ſuch a prince, than in 
thoſe who neglect ſuch noble opportunities of immortaliſing their 
fame ?—One great objection to a medical education, at many uni- 
verſities, is, the impoſſibility, as well as difficulty of procuring dead 
bodies for anatomical exerciſes; and I affirm, that no man ever 
became a complete phyſician without diſſecting with his own 
hands many ſubjects: diſſection gives a knowledge of the parts, 
and leaves an impreſſion on the mind which cannot be effaced ; 
theſe advantages lectures ſeldom anſwer, which is often the cauſe 
of a deficiency in anatomical knowledge, 
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derftandings, joined with * nervous og | 
ſibility. 

- Theſe -wretched dens originate in a dit. 
tracted mind, from abſurd irrational fears or 
deſires, or from too cloſe and long continued 
contemplation of abſtruſe, deep myſteries, 
above human comprehenſion; from fears in- 
ſpired by ignorance and fanaticiſm; or from 
bodily debility, rendering the faculties of-the | 
wig timid, ſuſpicious,-and miſerable; . . 

When theſe mournful or: diſmal 3 
Gons have originated in the mind indepen- 
dent of bodily diſeaſe, which, however, is 
ſeldom the caſe, they are more difficult to 

remove than if produced by dal ing 
mity. 

The cure of the mental CE F 
pends much on the ſoothing reaſoning, and 
the conſolation of affectionate friends: in re- 
ligious deſpair, by the calm advice af a con- 
fidential friend or divine, inſpiring the de- 
ſpairing mind with hopes, and diverting the 
melancholy „according as circumſtances, re- 
quire; but, above, all, the removal of the

When the body has been primarily affitted, 


and'the ſenſations of deſpondency ariſe from 


debility, the modes of cure already directed 


for various ſymptoms may be adopted. 


Unjuſt ſuſpicions of intended miſchief are 
removed: by inculcating or acquiring confi- 
dence, removing the cauſes by change of air, 
diverſions, and chearful com pany. | 

Taciturnity and meditation ſhould be ton. 
quered by engaging the patient to converſe on 
favorite ſubjects; by removing from calm 
retreats to more buſtling and active ſcenes; 
by changing the objects of attention, and, i 
poſſible, by exciting the paſſions. 

Deſpondency is beſt relieved by fonifying 
the mind with hopes, and chafing away all 
diſmal companions, particularly harſh, pre- 
ſumptuous, 'ill-judging zealots in religion; 
by giving active ſtimulating purges, and by 
forcing the patient to uſe exerciſes even to 
fatigue. Such patients ſhould be narrowly

Flying pains, in nervous patients, may 
ariſe from emphyſematous diſtenſions of the 
tela cellutoſa, rheumatiſm, gout, acrimony of 
various: ſorts, vellicating the nervous fila- 
ments, and diſtending the minute vaſcular 
ſyſtem, or ſrom obſtructed perſpiration. _ 

The removal of theſe flying pains firſt Te 
pends on diſcovering their cauſes. 

In gouty pains, flying in different parts of 
the habit, nothing is ſuperior to the pedilu- 
vium compoſed of the acidum muriaticum 
greatly diluted with warm water *, unleſs the 
patient ſhould have calcareous concretions in 
the hands, knees, elbows, or feet. : 

Internally, light antimonial diaphoretics, 
with camphor and confectio cardiaca, or vo- 
latiles, according to fymptoms and conſtitu- 
tions, are ſucceſsfully preſeribed. 

The flying rheumatic pains may be best 
in a ſimilar manner. | 
Empbyſematousnervous diſtenſionsyield com- 
monly to laxatives, light diaphoretics, vapor

Fluſhings are very common ERIN 50 
nervous ſymptoms, and appear to ariſe from 
mental agitation forcing a great quantity of 
blood, which is already acrimonious, to the 
head and face; or from an irregular action of 
the fixed air in the fluids, or in the cellular 
ſtructure of the human body, with obſtruc- 
tions in the returning veſſels. 

Fixed air, or other air, may act as ſimuli, 
and be v/eful in the circulation of the blood, 
and action of the fluids on the ſolids ; but 
like other neceſſary particles, if over-abun- 
dant, may ſtimulate and increaſe arterial ac- 
tion, forcing red particles into the cavities of 
the minute ſerous arteries, or into the minu-

teſt cells of the human cellular irudtures 
Hence Puſhings, heat, and redneſs. 
If mental perturbation be the cauſe of 
fluſhings acting on the arterial ſyſtem, a de- 
termined calmneſs, and avoiding every thing 
likely to diſturb tranquillity, are neceſſary. 

If from the ſuperabundance of fixed or other 
air let looſe, and ravaging with force and ir- 
regularity through the minute meanders of 
the human frame, its generation ſhould as 
much as poſlible be prevented in the ſtomach, 
and its treatment be ſimilar to that of Jones 
lency, by the uſe of antiacids, Kr.. ed, 

Light diaphoretics likewiſe are proper in 
ſuch caſes, or the vapor baths prepared with 
nervine herbs, to promote its evacuation 
through the pores of the ſæin. A continued 
mild alterative courſe acts with more certain, 
though tedious effect, than all others, not on- 
ly in changing the blood, but removing ob- 
ſtruction itſelf. |

From ſimilar ſources to the laſt- mentioned 
ſymptoms, the ſenſations of crackings or ex- 
ploſions

A puncture in the ſkin of the leg or arm, or

The pulſes of nervous patients are va- 
rious ; ſome are ſlow and firm, others quick 
and low, yet the patients labor under ſimi- 


lar affections. | 
The concluſions from the pulſe, were

diſeaſes, would be often Fallacious. 


To the nervous particularly belong i 


privilege and power of exciting or. dimi- 
niſhing' the pulſe by the aperatipne of the 
mind, 

Impetuoſity, naſelbiliy, or peeviſhneſs 
will quicken; grief or melancholic ideas 
retard the contractions of the heart and 


arteries. 
The pu //e, therefore, in the nervous, is 
not to be ſo mare depended on as in

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many other diſeaſes; patients continually 
feel it, and draw falſe concluſions. == 
Where even acrimony ſometimes abounds, - 
the pulſe is not weak, nor quickened: in 
other inſtances the circulation is much aug- 
mented, if not in ſtrength, yet in celerity. 
Febres erraticæ, and even a natural ſaltvation, 
have ariſen from this laſt ſource, joined with 
anxiety of mind. Bleedings, abſtinence, and 
low diet, do not cure but injure the patient, 
by lefſening the vital powers, inducing ad- 
ditional languor and depreſſion of ſpirits *. 
The ſtrongeſt pulſes amongſt the nervous 
are moſt favourable; the quick and weak 


leſs: but the intermittent and very flow 


are moſt alarming,, and indicate more than 
the others the poſſibility of -preſent defect, 
and future ill conſequences.

Bleeding and antiphlogiſtics, ſaline evacuants, abſti- 
nence, or extreme low watery diet, have been preſcribed, 
from perceiving a. quick pulſe and tranſitory heats, but im- 
properly. Neither the heat nor quick pulſe ariſe from pleni- 
tude, nor an inflammatory diatheſis, but from acrimony, or 
a lax texture of the blood; therefore alteratives or tonics, 
aud nutritious foods, are often moſt eligible.

even a ſyncope, or fainting, cough, &c. 

The treatment of the nervous dy/þnea 

ſhould be ſimilar to the hyſteric paſſion ; - 

the ſymptoms are to be palliated or cured _ 
by carminatives, fetids, antiſpaſmodics, and 
aloetie remedies, lime water, calcined or com- 
mon magneſia, volatile alkaline ſpirits, &c. ;

or, perhaps, in a great meaſure, inefficacious.

Oleaginous mixtures united by the vola- 


tile alkaline ſpirit, to which may be added 
tinctura thebaica, under proper reſtrictions, 
have produced ſalutary effects; but oils 
are objectionable in general for nervous 
patients, as they are apt to relax the tone 
of the ſtomach and pall the appetite. 

In the nervous aſthma, opium 'ſhould be 
very cautiouſly preſcribed; or wholly omit- 
ted. The reſpiration and circulating powers 
are ſometimes very weak, and a doſe of 
opium,  injudiciouſly ' preſcribed, has ſent 
patients to eternal reſt,

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Pains under the Mediaſtinum, in the Pleura, 


or Diaphragm. x 


Amongſt nervous patients, I have fre- 
quently obſerved pungent pains immedi- 
ately under the mediaſtinum, in the pleura, 
or diaphragm : the anatomical conſideration 
of the. ſituation of the pain determines 
ſometimes, though not always, the part 
affected. If the pain be immediately under 
the ſternum, the diſeaſe is ſeated in the 
mediaſtinum, or in the veſſels of the heart ; 
if on the ſides, in the 7horacrcal muſcles or 
pleura; if pains ſhould extend from the 
fore and lower part of the thorax to the 
back, the diaphragm is affected. | 

Theſe pains have originated commonly 
from ſudden grief; that on the mediaſtinum 
has ſucceeded a kind of ſobbing, in which 
the patient thinks the heart is ready to 
burſt; and there is reaſon ſometimes to 
conclude, the heart has become enlarged 
from over-dilatation, which, in ſome in- 

| ſtances, 
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ſtances, Comer or later, may be attended 
with dangerous or fatal conſequences. Wie 
"Theſe ſymptoms are generally accompa- 
nied with a dry cough, and the heart ſuf- 
fers palpitation in the pain affecting the 
medigſtinum, on aſcending up ſtairs, or walk- 
ing up a hill“. | | 9 
Thoſe nervous pains in the gleum. or 
even diaphragm, are commonly more trouble- 
ſome than ſerious: they often accompany 
gouty or rheumatic acrimony, and are to 
be treated accordingly, by bliſters, vola- 
tiles, antimonials, antacids, &c. 
The fixed. pain, originating from extreme 
grief, or any very violent paſſion of the 
mind, immediately in the centre of the 
ſternum, requires a copious bleeding, to 
prevent thoſe conſequences which a large 
quantity of blood might create, when di- 
rected to the heart by the force of the 
over-afflicted or agitated mind. The ſooner 
this operation is performed, on any vio- 
lent guſt of paſſion, or ſudden and vehe- 
ment 
The palpitation of the heart, and its various cauſes, are 
fully conſidered in the Treatiſe on convulſivs Diſeaſes, 
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ment grief, the greater probability” there 
will be, that leſs injury will happen to the 
heart or its large veſſels. 
' Blifters, antiſpaſmodics, and axatives, ; are 
© advantageous ; but preferable to all is the 
- conſolation” of affectionate friends, whoſe 
participation in ſorrow or misfortunes will 
tend to the alleviation and diminution of 
the oppreſſing affliction. 

To the methods of cure, already recom- 
mended in nervous diſeaſes, may be added 
the adminiſtration of clyſters, repeated once, 
or twice, in the day, which may be deter- 
gent, nervine, or alterative. The firſt, com- 
poſed of weak ſolutions of borax, aloe- 

"tics, ſoap, in decoctions of detergent herbs, 
" cleanſe” the rectum and partly the colon, 
"preſerving the regular periſtaltic motion of 
the inteſtines. The ſecond are antiſpaſ- 
modic and carminative, compoſed of warm 
ſeeds in decoction or infuſion, weak lime 
water, or nagneſia alba calcinata vel non cal- 
cinate ; theſe correct and abſorb fixed air, 
and remove flatulency. Weak acid clyſ- 
ters might correct alkaline air. The third, 

com- 
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compoſed of very weak ſolutions of, mi- 


neral alteratives, as Plen#'s . ſolution with 
ſulphureous waters, antimonium tartariſatum, 
&c. &c., carry their effects farther into 
the conſtitution, by, the abſorbing powers 

of the lacteal ſyſtem on the ſurface even 
of the large inteſtines. On theſe new modes 
of treatment much more may be advanced | 
at ſome future opportunity. 
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
